Montreal, Jan. 29.—As already inti- 
mated, the Canadian Pacific Railway and 
Mr. Auguste Heinze have come to terms, 
and your correspondent has been able to 
ascertain the amount the young German 
from Montana has been paid by the big | 
railway to get out of British Columbia.

NINETEEN LIVES LOST 


By the Wrecking of «a Mail Steamer Off 
the Island of Guernsey. 


Plymouth, Feb. 2.—It is reported that 
the mail steamer Channel Queen has been 
totally wrecked off the Island of Guern- 
sey. Tho Channel Queen, ran between 
Plymouth and the Island of Jorsey. It 
appears she struck on the rocks during a 
fog yesterday morning and sank. 

The Channel Queen's engines 
‘versed when the rovks were seen, but it 
‘was then too late. The first boat load 
reached land and sought help of the 
fishermen, who made gallant rescues, al 
though the heavy sea prevented their boat 
from approaching the wrock. Tho surviy- 
ors had to be dragged by ropes through 
the sea to the rescuing boats, The captain 
‘was tho last to leave the wreck. 

The latest report is that 19 were 
drowned—the chief engincer, three stok- 
ers and fiftoon passengers—including 
14 Breton onion sellers, who were 
drowned in thelr cabins when the seas 
swamped the vessel.

THE YUKON RAILWAY | 
TO BE COMPLETED BY THE FIRST OF 


SEPTEMBER NEXT. 


Tho Road to Run From Stikine River 


. 
The Contractors to Deposit $250,000 


to Teslin Lake—The Agreement Must be 
Katified by Parliament. 


Toronto, Jan. The Globe this 


morning publishes the details of an agree 
ment between Messrs. McKenzie, Mann 
oc Co. and the Dominion Government for 
the construction of a railroad to the Yu- 
kon. In the absence of the complete 
agreement, the following summary is 
made from the Globe's Ottawa special: 
The agreement provides for the con- 
struction of a railway from the Stikine 
River, in British Columbia, near the 
mouth of Telegraph Creek, Glenora, or 
the mouth of Clear Water Riyer, north- 
ward to Teslin Lake, a distance of about 
150 miles, thus giving connection with 
the Lewis or Yukon River, and an all- 
Canadian rail and steamboat route from 
a porton the Pacific coast to Dawson 
City. This road must be completed and 
in operation by Sept. 1 next. ‘The con- 
tractors must also construct a practicable 
sleigh road from the mouth of the Stikine 
River to Teslin Lake, and provide suit- 
able shelters and stopping places for tray- 
elers at intervals of not more than 25 
miles along this road, and the road and 
shelters must be available for use not 
later than six weeks from now. The con- 
tractors must also proyide steamboat 
transport of freight and passengers be- 
tween Teslin Lake and Dawson City. 

‘The Government proposes to grant 25,- 
000 acres a mile of mineral Jands, or 
3,750,000 acres in all, to the contractors. 
The lands shall be selected from tho 
Klondike provisional district and from 
that part of the Northwest Territories ly- 
ing west of the Mackenzie River and 
Laird River and north of the 60th paral- 
lel of Iatitude. But it is provided that all 
arable land shall be reserved. 

It is also provided that in determining 
the selection of lands for the contractors, 
each alternate block shall be reseryed for 
the Government. 

In addition a royalty of 1 percent. will 
be laid upon all the precious metals pro- 
duced from the lands alienated to the 
company, as compared with 10 per cent. 
imposed upon ordinary placer mining. 
The contractors are not to recelye a cash 
subsidy, but, on the other hand, are re- 
quired to put up a deposit of a quarter of

the exccution of their contract. 

No portion of the beds or of the banks 
for 25 feet on each side of high-water 
mark shall pass to the contractors- under 
any selection of lands to be made under 
the agreement. The shores and all land- 
ing places, few and far between in that 
rugged, rock-ribbed country, and, there- 
fore, very valuable, are withheld and the 
free rights of passage and use along all 
navigable or floatable streams may not be 
impeded or obstructed by the company, 
and are absolutely reserved to the people. 
In case the contractors divert any stream 
from its natural channel they must pro- 
vide an equally conyenient navigable or 
floatable channel in lieu. All mining 
claims held and recorded by free miners 
within any block of land selected by the 
contractors shall be excepted from the 
grant and shall not pass to the contractors. 

The tolls to be collected on the railway 
between Stikine River and Teslin Lake 
will be first fixed by the Goyernor-Gen- 
eral-in-Council, and, as so fixed, shall not 
be liable to reduction forfour years. They 
shall then be reduced by 25 per cent., and 
after the road has been operated for seven 
years there shall be a reduction, of 25 per 
cent. on the tolls as previously reduced, 
and after the road has been ten years in 
operation the tolls shall be subject to the 
general railway law of Canada in that 
behalf. The lands granted shall be free 
from taxation for ten years, excent muni- 
cipal taxation by an incorporated city, 
town or village within the Klondike pro- 
yisional district, When any ten continu- 
ous miles of the railway have been com- 
pleted the contractors may selgct 92,168 
acres, or two blocks of land, and these 
blocks shall theroupon be reserved from 
sale or location or free miners’ claims, 
and on completion from time to time of 
any other ten miles the contractors shall 
have the right to select two additional 
blocks, and on the completion of the rail- 
way, the blocks so reserved shall be gramt- 
ed ‘to the contractors, with the excoption 
of any oxisting free miners’ claims, 
which shall be held inviolate, For fivo 
yours from Sept. 1, 1595, no line of rail- 
way shall be authorized by Parliament to 
be constructed from Lynn .Canal or from 
any point near the international bound- 
ary between Canada and Alaska into tho 
Yukon, nor shall any aid in money or 
land be granted to any other contractors 
for this purpose. Moreover, during ten 
years from Sept. 1, 1898, the contractors 
shall be given the preference in any ald 
the Government may seo fit to grant to- 
wards the building of a line ot railway 
from the Stikine River to an ocean port 
in British Columbia, provided thoy are 
willing to undertake the construction 
within a reasonable time.

One of the most interesting relics whic 
has been presented to the National museuin 
for a long time is the rifle which Captain 
Jack, the notorious Modoc Indian, used 
in bis fight in the lava beds of southern 
California, and it is thought to be the © 
identical weapon with which Generat 
Canby was murdered while holding a pur- 
Jey with the chief under a flag of truce. 

The rifle was cached in the laya beda 
during the Modoc war, or just before tho 
capture of Captain Jack. It was brought 
out by Modoc Joe in the fall of 18%. and 
prosonted to Charles Pitt, the Indian in- 
terpreter of Warm Springs, Or. By him 
it was given to M. ©, Davis, special ex- 
aminer of the pension bureau, and sont by 
him here from Warm Springs. 

The weapon is still in a fair state of 
preservation, and is of rather unusual 
form. It has two barrels so arranged that 
they can revolve, one being under the oth- 
or when ready to fire, one stock with trig- 
ger and hammer doing work for the two 
The clamp apparatus has beon broken, so 
that the barrels revolyenow and could not 
bo fired on this account. The ball used 
to fit the barrel is of about half an ounce. 
Tho barrels are heavily rifled, and tho 
weapon Is evidently capabie of doing great 
execution, The barrels are unusually long, 
and the whole must welgh 16 or 18 pounds. 

In tho stock, now minus paint, as if 
gripped often by the iron fingers of tho 
coffeo colored desperado, is a cayity, over 
which Js a brass Hd. In the box thas 
formed were kept the "“patches’ and 
grease, the former to make the bullets Ot 
closoly in the barrel and the grease to put 
on them, so they could slide easily down 
tho cavity. The riilo is a little rusty, but 
not nearly as much) so as might be expect- 
ed from its long exposure. 

Engraved on one side of the barrel is 
tho nume of tho maker, John Shuler of 
Liverpool, Pa, he weapon is rogarded 
‘as an objoct of great curiosity. It has not 
got been placod on exhibition. —Washing- 
ton Star,

Watering Stock In Winter. 

V/hile farm animals do not require:ss 
much water in winter, as in summer, 
yet what they do need they need just as 
badly at ane time as at another, Stock 
should not only baye all the water they 
want. bunt have it when they want it. 

It is not good economy to compel 
stock of any kind to drink ice cold wa- 
ter, The animal heat must come from 
the food, and chilling the blood with ice 
Water increases the cost of maintaining 
Bnimal beat. 

Usnally water drawn fresh from a 
well is several degrees warmer than 
that in ponds, tanks or even running 
streans. It will pay to take a little 
trouble to pump or draw up the water 
from the well and let them drink while 
it is warm and fresh, This is especially 
necessary for te milk cows, 

All stock should have water twice 
every day at least. Of course it would 
be still better if water can be kept where 
the animals can help themselves at any 
time, but on most farms this cannot be 
done withont exposing the stock on 
some days at least to needless cold and 
stornis, 

It is true that sheep and hogs can live 
several days without water, yet they 
will tbhyive better and keep healthier if 
given 4 supply every day. When the 
most is to be made out of them at the 
lowest cost, watering regularly daily is 
An important item, If the weather will 
permit, itis best to let the stoek ont 
tnd allow them plenty of time to drink 
all they want, taking care that it i 
pure, fresh and not too cold.—St. Louis 
Republic.

It ought 
to be rich and in unlimited amounts, I 
uxe this mixture: Cornmeal, 100 
pounds; wheat bran, 100 pounds; oil 
ta6al, 50 pounds. Then all the best hay 
that sho wauts, and fear but that 
se Will raise the Jambs aud grow her 
self at the same time. However, I sug 
Kent weaning the Jambs early to give 
her a good chance to reoruit after suck

The common notion that lambs do 
pot require much water is very fulla- 
cious. No animal ueeds more or will 
drimk oftener when it has a chance, and 
no animal is half so particular as to the 
cleanliness of the water or trongh from 
which it drinks, ‘The drinking troughs 
should be up just high enough so they 
cen drink y und should be kept 
clean enough so the shepherd would be 
willing to drink from it. 

As has been said, we wanta large 
umount of lean meat put upon lambs. 
We know also that the foods haying an 
excess of the nitrogenous elements tend 
tothe production of Jean meat. We 
should also know that sheep, lambs es- 
pecially, are very foud of a variety in 
their food. We should therefore teed 
largely on nitrogenous foods, such as 
bran, oats, oilmeal and gluten meal for 
grain, and no forage is so good for 
lambs as good, early cut, well cured, 
bright clover bay, and if we have plen- 
ty of this we may safely add quite a 
proportion of corn to the grain ration. 
In feeding grain it is well to commence 
with « yery small amount and if possi- 
ble begin to feed a little while still on 
pasture, and the amonnt may be gradu- 
ully increased so long as the grain will 
show that they are making a good use 
of what they eat, 

As we want the meat juicy as well as 
lean and as the Jumbs must be kept 
healthy some sort of succulent food 
should be provided. Nothing is better 
than good silage, which can be safely 
fed in as large quntities as they will 
eat. Roots and turnips, rutabagas and 
mangolds are all good for succulence, 
and if the lambs are kept warm there 
is vo danger of feeding them too much 
succulent focd—in fact, I have found 
that they will ao better when fed both 
silage and roots than when fed on either 
alone, 

Regularity in feeding is of the utmost 
importance—in fact, it will not do at 
all to feed haphazard, They are so sen- 
sitive in this respect thut they should 
be fed each day in the sume order as re- 
gards pens. Their stomach is as good as 
a clock, and unless fed at just such au 
hour aud in the same order each day 
they will fret and worry off all the 
gain you could expect. 

One thing more—I would advise the 
shearing of the lambs when first put in- 
to the folds and for these reasons: It 
takes all the ticks off with the wool, 
and po lamb can make a satisfactory 
gain with no more than # half score of 
lively ticks; they occupy less space aft- 
er shorn and can get about moro freely, 
and then you can keep their folds much 
warmer, 


I hope farmers who are finding their 
crops growing less will be induced to go 
into the winter feeding of lambs. Iam 
sure those who do so systematically and 
stick to it will at the end of five years 
fiud « goodly sum to the credit of the 
lambs, but what is far better they will 
filud that the rich manure made, if ju- 
diciously o#ed, will make «a good ahow- 
ing in increasing their crops.—J. 8.

London, Feb. 2.—According to a spec- 
jal despatch from Shanghai the critical 
point of the Chinese loan negotiations 
was Great Britain’s insistance that the 
British should always remain at the head 
of the Yang-Tse-Kiang Valley customs 
“and assume their fall administration in 
case of default. 

The despatch adds that several thousand 
Russian troops, which hayo been guard- 
ing the trans-Siberian railroad, haye 
entered Manchuria with the consent of 
the authorities at Pekin. 

Pekin, Feb. 2.—Germiany has demand 
ed further concessions, in the shape of 
railroads in the Shan-Tung peninsula, as 
compensation for the assassination of the 
sailor Schulz, 

London, Feb, 2.—Sir Richard Webster, 
the Attorney-General, speaking at Vont- 
nor, Isle of Wight, last evening, on the 
Chinese trouble, said that the United 
States was supporting England’s policy 
with surprising unanimity. He declared 
that if Great Britain were compelled to 
tight for this cause and should lose, the 
British people would have a ‘quick and 
glorious death, instead of the slow sturva- 
tion which the loss of trade would mean 
to the nation.’*

“St. Petersburg, Saturday.—‘I have 
had a conyersation with Russian ad- 
miral who has been appointed to the post 
of chief of squadron, concerning the situ- 
ation in the far East, This officer in the 
course of his remarks suid: ‘Nearly the 
whole of the marine forces of Russia will 
be despatched to the far Kast, for it is 
nécessary for Russia to place herself in a 
position of nayal strength in Chinese 
waters equal to that of Great Britain, 
Russia will not permit the opening of a 
new port either at Port Arthur or at Ta- 
Lien-Wan. We shall soon see that Ger- 
many will say the same thing with regard 
to Kiao-Chou and the Bay of Samsah, 
while France will prevent the opening of 
the Siam Gulf and Nankin as free ports.’ 

“*Russia, France and Germany will 
permit no European power to carry out 
any such attempt against their interests 
upon the pretext of encouraging Chino- 
European trade, for under that condition 
the power in question would become the 
real mistress of China, directing both her 
politics and her finances.’ 

“*T also called upon a celebrated Russian 
diplomatist, who said: 

«The conditions of the loan of £12,- 
000,000 which Great Britain has offered 
to the Chinese Government are directed 
principally againsst the interests of Rus- 
sia and France, and for this reason our 
Ambassador at Pekin will, together with 
his French colleague, struggle to prevent 
China from accepting the British over- 
tures. By the opening of ‘Ua-Lien-Wan as 
4 free port, the value of Port Arthur as a 
naval station would be diminished. In 
the spring Great Britain will no longer 
ocoupy herself with the Chinese quest 
and will certainly not take the offensiy F 
finding, us she will, the necessity of de 
voting her strength and her energy to 

India, where a reyolt infinitely more seri 
ous than the Sepoy mutiny about to 
break out. here Russia will be able 
without difficulty, to penetrate through 
Afghanistan and the Pamirs to the In 
dian possessions of Great Britain, to 
whom she will dictate terms. We have 
enough troops und well fortified frontiers, 
with outposts well connected in the rear 
with our reserves, by railways and tele 
graphs, and we could, in the course of a 
few days, place upon the Afghan frontier 
an army of 100,000 men, Your perceive 
that all the chances aro on our side, and 
we do not fear the threats of England,’

Natural Reforestation. 

hat several years commonly clapse be- 
tween the burning and the starting of new 
coniferous growth scems indicated by the 
two following observations, the first in 
the canyon of the Cache la Poudre, on a 
(tract that was burned, according to relia- 
ble authority, in the summer o¥ 1881. As 
examined in 1804, 13 years after burping, 
erasses were abundant among the dead 
logs, there were w few shrubs and a scat- 
tering growth of pines (Pinus contorta, 
var y murrayana), the largest of which 
was 20 inches high and7 yeursold, Here it 
was apparently six years after the fire that 
tho first pine tree started. 

The other observation was agado on a 
tract. extending south ond west from 
Chambers’ lake, which was burned oyer in 
July, 1880, T passed through the burned 
distri¢h » month after the fire and was 
wreatly impressed with the absolute deso- 
lation. No green thing remained, The 
ground and everything upon it was clad 
in somber Diack, Anininl life was absent, 
and there was vorething so oppressive in 
the desolate solitude that [ was glad to 
reach green timber again, A second visit 
to this tract was made four years liter, in 
July, 1894, and it was with a feoling of 
keen disappolntwent that I noted how 
slight # change four years had wrought, 
Tho intense Dlackuess had been subdued 
in some degree by the action of the clo-

appearance of dosolation remained. A 
yory fow straggling plants of asses and 
sedges were the only evidence ef -reburn- 
ing vegetation.

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen permit me

Few here can go back with me to the time 
in 1866 —more than thirty yeara ago—when 
the ruinourly low prices for even good lum- 
ber then frequently prevaling, forced the 
issue upon us, whether we should cut our 
pine into logs of a quality to give a profit 
even in depressed times, or whether we 
should seek to fiad some methods of manu- 
facture that would convert the rough logs 


and the emall coarse cuttingg: of the mille 
into products that the public would buy at 
n profit, 

The one plan meant the stocking aad 
running of the mills only when sawed lum- 
ber would give a profit, which as the mark- 
etsthen at times were, meant frequent 
shut—downs and consequent idleness of 
trained men whose services we could not 
profitably dispense with: or such a rapid 
cutting out of the choice pine, thatin a few 
yoars the cream of the timber would be gone. 

To cut over our tracts of timber sclecting 
only the good pine, meant an increased ex- 

posure of the balance to the raveges of fire. 
aod which required no prophet to foresee 
would very likely lead to the destruction of 
the timber supply availadle to our mille. 

Even at that early date in ouc business 
many working men had associated chem- 
selves with us, whose faithful service and 
zeal nad won our respectand estesm, and 
the knowledge that euch a policy could, at 
the beat, create here a business of but com- 
paratively short duration, influenced us to 
choose a method of working to which we 
have faithfully conformed to the present day 
and which was to inaugurate industries 
calculated to manufacture the coarse and 
waste products of the forests and mills into 
commodities ready for the consumer, there- 
by helping to maintain for years to come the 
average quality of our lumber, give contin- 
uous employment to our men, and perpet- 
uate our forest operations, 

Little did we foresee at that time the vast 
amount of Inbor, capitaland anxie.y involv- 
ed in such a policy—and yet notwithstand- 
ing all it has cost, it war the corroct thing 
todo. Itinaugurated the establishment of 
the Sash, Bling and Door Factory, then 

employing twenty haodsand making fifty 
doorsa day, now employing, withio the 
scope of that Department some 200 hands 
with an output of 550 doors per day—the 
largest factory of the kind in the Dominion. 

The policy entered upon meant a great 
deal to the workmen of the Town: for they 
rightly foresaw thet they could here make 
homes, and forthwith commenced that joint 
owcership of the village and the town by the 
working people of Deseronto, which has 
proven of incalculable beneflc to very many 
and of loss to none, Saving habits were io 
flaenced to by the desire to create and own 
nod notwithstanding there 
have been errors aud drawbacks in connec 
tion with the building up of thiscommunity, 
the people have enjoyed in Schools, Churches 
and other privileges, what has made them 
with some exceptions ofcourse, a happy and 
contented people, 

This policy of close manipulation of forest 
material at the time the old Saw Mill here 
burned, led to the concentration at thie 
place of the saw mille that were at Belle- 
yille—Rossmore— Napanee Mills and Kings- 
ford, as it had aleo influenced to the erection 
oftbe Cedar Mill, followed by those’ at 
Canipbellford. Liodeay and Gravenhurat, so 
that such coarse forest material that could 
not be eafely floated or railed ‘to Deseronto 
might be manufactured in transit at those 
Mills, 

The Cement works are made use of to 
utilize some 3500 cords of coarse material 
trom foreet aud mills per year, 

The Terra Cotta workealso, which require 
sawdust ond mill waste toa large extent, 
ablished, and notwithstanding the 
depression in the building trade of the past 
three years, have entered upon better times. 

The Flour Mill—the firat Roller Mill of 
the Dominion was successfully run by the 
power generated trom the waste of the 
mills, and deserved a better fate than to go 
up in smoke from the carelessness of young 
men on pleasure bout. 

Some of vou remember the former activ- 
ity of the Shipyard: a» many as four largo 
vessels have beea turned out there in a year 
and to within a short time, the largest 
freight carrier on theso waters was here 
constructed. It gave emplopment to a lot 
of men, used much of timber and plank and 
contributed materially to the policy inaug- 
orated, 

Tho vatious agencies eatabliahed through- 
out the province, forthe distribution of the 
products of the industries of Deseronto have 
contributed much to the work here in hand, 

Then to reach the coarse matorial of the 
Rivers Napanee and Salmon, which could 
not be floated all the way to Deseronto, the 
Bay of Quinte Railway was constructed to 
Tamworth and later on to Sydenham and 
Tweed, giving connection tothe Kingston 
& Pembroke, the Canadian Pacific Kailways 
aod the Moira river, thereby making tribu- 
tary to Deseronto an additional area of 
country containing vast quantities of coarse 
matorial as well as nuch that is good. 

The Chemical or wood distilling worke 
wore in due course commenced: gas from 
aswdust was made for lighting the Indus. 
tries and the Town-—and after many 
vicissitudes, the present extensive Charcoal 
worke were evolved from the effort. 

The products of all these Works wore 
distributed in Canadian, American and 
British markets, and have aggregated a 
large amount of gooda—giving omployment 
to an average of Over 1500 mon the your 
round, which with the upsaand downs of 
valuos, the frequent changes in the Tariffs 
of our neighbors, have afforded ample anx 
and room for effort to maintain that 
ifantnoss of purpowo requisite to tho 
carrying on of the Policy referred to. 

The temptation and prossure during the 
past four years of depression and falling 
Pricer, has been to cut the cream of our 
timber and thoreby secure the largest re 
turns in the enortest time, I nood hardly 
aay thateuch, would have been a relief

The safety of the torest iaio not running 
over and through it, but by cutting care- 
fully within preacribed bounds—and by re- 
moval of the wasce timber and those 
varieties of trees which when removed, pre- 
mit the young pines to quickly come up and 
grow, soon affording protection against fire 
and atartiog anew growth of 
future supply. 

The reauits that follow the removal of only 
the beat of the pine or that ecorues when 
severe fires follow such methods of cuttiog— 
which is generally the case—work a two 
fold injury, namely the probable burning of 
the forest and a serious delay in the growth 
of young pines: hence the advantages 
which might result from the taking out of 
logs that would give the largest profit aud 
quickeat relief from the prolonged

lessened lumber operations of this whole 
district with not more than one saw mill 
now in operation to each 50 or more of 
former days, They could not exist on the 
profits of the character of sawed lumber 
obtained without the careful utilization of 
the coarse and waste portions of both forests 
and mills, 

As mAny of you are aware, under the 
careful methods the Crown Lands Depart- 
ment is exercising in foreet mattera, there is 
yet available to Deseronto a vast quantity 
of timber of tne Quality and kinds ‘here 
made use of. 

Iam confident therefore you will agree 
with me, that—the unopleasantoceses of the 
four yoars of depreesion which we have all 
shared in—the decreased cut of our mille— 
aad steadfastly ho!ding fast tothe policy 
inaugurated and so long pursued, has been 
the policy calculated to do the most good— 
and now thata change for the better has 
come, we are all warranted iu hoping for 
some practical maiofesvaticns in proof thers- 
of. 

Surely you recognize, in what I have 
briefly outlined, the true national policy of 
the country it was established here more 
than 30 years ago—and I venture the 
opinion that whatever be the difference 
between the advocates of extreme protection 
and ultra—free trade, the practical men of 
the country are strongly agreed, upon 
according to capitalists and enterprising 
men, every reasonable encouragement to put 
their money and theirenergies into maru- 
facturing industries, to convert by machinery 
and labor, the raw material of the soil, the 
forest and mine into commodities ready for 
conaumers, 

Sach acourse means a maximum: price, 
and profit, to the whole commuuity—upon 
this policy and the great industrivs establish- 
ed thereupon—and which embrace manu- 
faotured farm products, more than all elee— 
depends the prosperity of our towns aod 
citiee—the proficable use of our great 
hydraulic powers, and the traffic upon our 
great water and rail highways wisely con- 
structed to transport all these producte and 
upon the cheapness of§which transport, com- 
pared to what our competitors enjoy, largely 
depende the profits of Agriculture and other 
undertakings. 

I have told you these industries were 
established to work up the wasteof the 
forest and mille, and while much bas been 
accomplished in thie way—maoy of you are 
aware that the Chemical worke, while giving 
much work here—on the railway, and io 
the forests, have not accomplished all they 
were intended to do. “z 

Since July last you know those works 
have been carried on very irregularly, owing 
to the duty imposed by the United States 
on Canadian charcoal and the reduction iu 
price of wood spirits by the Dominion 
government. 

Improvements in yield, etc, might be 
made to overcome the reduction in price of 
the spirits but the long haul to Michigao 
andthe duty there imposed upon the char- 
coal we could uot overcome, 

Charcoal cannot be profitably stored and 
handled over in consequence of the great 
breakage. Hence, there has appeared only 
one way of saving thie charcoal industry, 
and thatia by the eatatlishment of a char- 
coal iron blast furnacein the Bay of Quinte 
district, and to this end we have for some 
monthe past been zealously directing our 
efforts. 

Many of youare aware that the object of 
these chemical works wasto supply ohar- 
coal toan iron furnace at De.eronto--an 
industry, positive and lasting in ite benofite 
and calculated more than any other that I 
know of to prolong the lumbering operations 
centred here, and upon which the continued 
existence of some of our important industrios 
largely depend. 

The value of such an industry to Desor- 
onto cannot be over estimated —and the 
area. of country required to supply the 
coarse charcoal timber, must be so extensive 
—that I am influenced to state that but one 
charcoal iron furnace can, in my opinion, be 
profitably maintained in the Bay of Quinte 
district, 

Other towns and cities are alive tothe 
importance of this industry, and for this 
reasop—now that negotiations for its 
establishment here are well advanced, I 
have folt warranted in calling you touethor 
to consider the matter, for the project is 
a largo one, which to be put through 
successfully requires the co-operation of all 
the partios interested in such ay enterprive, 
and include, as follows, viz

THE INTELLIGENT SURGEON. 


Krain Work That Was More Serviceable 

Than a Telescopic Mouth. , 
| ‘The big sturgeon at the aquarium swim- 
ming around and around in its pool had 
picked up pretty nearly all the food in the 
pool. Itis fed on clams, which are put 
into the pool all together in one place, and 
the sturgeon picks them up and cats them 
as it wants them, On this day there was 
one clam that lay in the angle formed by 
the bottom of the pool and the side wall. 
‘The sturgeon couldy't take that as it went 
along, as it bad done with the rest. But 
on one of its rounds it halted and swung 
its big eight foot body out across the pool, 
‘ proparatory to getting that clam out of the 
angle. 

‘The sturgeon’s mouth is on the under- 
side of its head. It is what is called a 
protractile mouth. It is telescopic. When 
not in use, it is about flush with the sur- 
face of the underjaw, When in use, it is 
thrown out something like a telescopic 
cup. ‘Ube sturgeon has in its mouth a con- 
siderable power of suction, Although in 
the case of asturgeon as big as this one 
the mouth is a number of inches back 
from the snout, it could probably draw 
food to it from that distance, but in this 
instance it preferred to do otherwise. It 
might have pushed it owt with the tip of 
its snout, but it has bruised that once in 
the pool; and it is very particular about it, 
What it did do was this: With its nose 
pointed toward tho clam it swung its head 
through the water from one side to the 
other and thus set up a little current that 
sturted the clam out of the angle, One 
more swing brought it out within con- 
venient reach, and then tho big sturgeon 
took up the clam and started on,—New 
York Sun.

Like too mary of his forerunners, the | 
late lamented P. T. Barnum, the aborig- | 
| inal creator of the “yreatest show on 
| earth,”’ was in his day and generation a | 
man misunderstood man who, as 


Wordsworth puts it, “wandered lonely os 
n cloud” even amid the throngs gathered 
by the more superficial attractions of bis 
circus. Dealing on so vast a scale in wild 
beasts and human monstrosities, few but 
a solect group of bosom friends knew hint 
for what he really was, « moralist in dis- 
guise of the Acsop typ man who, while 
he talked beasts, meant men, 

In the earlicr stages of his career posi- 
tive reprobation was heaped on his head 
by thousands who, to use their own coarse 
Janguage, felt they had beon jeremy did- 
dled in paying a quarter cach to revel in 
tho vision of the beautiful “Fiji mer- 
muaid’’ sitting on a rock and combing her 
golden locks, only to find inside the tent 
the stuffed skin of ashe baboon glued on 
tho tnil of a codfish. ** Your reprobation is 
misdirected,"’ retorted Barnum. ‘True, 
1 have got the quarters, but then in return 
you have got the experience. Mermaids 
are westhetic, anatomical and psychologic 
impossibilities. The one thing needful 
was to work in you a drastic, realistic 
cure. My show is\strictly moral, and now 
it remains with you, as you chew the cud 


of sweet and bitter reflections, to extract 
tho moral.’ Thus from the start was 
manifest the serious, didactic cast of the 
great man’s mind. 

‘That in so obtuse a world as this a ntor- 
alist of the type of Barnum was atthe out- 
set misunderstood is only natural. When, 
for example, he first loomed up before the 
American public ag the one man on the 
planet of the hardihood to shoot a full 
grown live woman out of acannon and 
catch ber on tho fly in a wavy net as big as 
a porgy seine, who for a moment dreamed 
that underlying all the pageantry of so 
sensational a spectacle lurked a pregnant 
moral lesson? Yet to Barnum the moral 
Was the one serious consideration. To use 
his favorite natural history figure of speech 
—for the turn of his mind was highly 
mectaphorical—the moral stood ont plain 
asa jackass’ ears. In his eyes the rest of 
the exhibition, the whole external show, 
Was Juere embellishment, mere rhetorical 
emphasis to excite the sluggish minds of 
tho thoughtless and stimulate them to ce- 
flection. : : 

“Here’—he would break out in his 
more expansive hours of perhaps yenial 
self exultation—‘‘here is my grand para- 
ble, ny dramatic moral inasterpiece, The 
supreme moral forees of the individual 
and of socicty are momentum and control. 
Momentum by itself is headlong and de- 
structive. Control by itself is tame and 
even sappy. In harmony they become 
sublime as the centripetal and centrifugal 
forces of the solar system. Preachers in 
the pulpit essay indeed to expownd the 
same doctrine. Preachers, however, haya 
no such magnificent apparatus of ilustra- 
tion at command as has the proprictor of 
a circus, and s0 all remains in the realm 
of vagueness and abstraction, Their hear- 
ers fall asleep, but when bang goes my 
big cannon and, Jo, 150 pounds of glorious 
womanhood—roso red, lily white, shining- 
ly bespangled—is seen hurtling through 
the air the dullest head clears up. Mo- 
mentum in all its titanic, all its frightful- 
ly perilous bearings is grasped in a trice. 
‘The emotions pour in a mighty flood. The 
fate of a woman, of a sister, hangs in 
agonizing suspense. Momentum hurls her 
with annihilating fury, and, unless some 
equal counter force leap to the rescue, a 
second more and she must lie beforo the 
stupendous throng of spectators a brain- 
less, bleeding corpse. Now first reveals it- 
self the latent significance, the profound 
symbolism, of my interposing net. Action 
and reaction are equal, and so the net 
must embody a power of arrest at least as 
mighty as that of the gunpowder that dis- 
charged tho woman outof the cannon's 
mouth. But, a power, must it be ylelding, 
thongh firm; pliant, though irresistible; 
absorbent as a poultice, though reactive as 
asteel spring. Who astonished audience 
now beholds how it envelops her, sways 
with her, deflocts her on 650 tangents, yet 
ever holds her safe in diminishing velocity 
till at last sho lies in its embrace, 

Calm as a cradled child in dreamless slumber 
bound. 

“Itis at this crisis in the exhibition,” 
would proceed tho great moralist, ‘that I 
alwaysscan with that smile of sympathetic 
benevolence for which I am noted the vast 
amphitheater to sée how many fond par- 
ents bave caught the inner meaning of 
the dramatic spectacle and are expound- 
ing to their little boys and girls the real 
significance of the parablo—making it 
plain as day what the destructive momen- 
tum of their own irascibility and belliger- 
ency will inevitably bring them to if they 
do not Jearn how to onmesh and absorb if 
in the firm yet yielding net of patience 
and sweetness," 

Is it any wonder, then, that in hours of 
such offusion the world famous impre- 
sario should proudly have conferred the 
title of ‘greatest moral show on earth” 
upon what ordinary mortals callod nothing 
but * Barnum's circus?’'—Boston Herald.

Berlin, Feb. 4.—At 8 o'clock this 
morning J7-year-old James Allison paid 
with his life the penalty for the murder 
of Mrs. Emma Orr on the morning of 
June 9, 1897.

PRIVATE GREEN. ~

Of tho 18 recrults who camo out to the 
Fourth cavalry onoe upon a time as it was 
stationed at Fort Bascombo was Privato 
James Groen, who was ussigned to Com- 
pany B, From tbe first hour he came 
among us we realized that he was of good 
birth, well educated and that he had en- 
listed in ordor to disappear from the world 
for a time, Thero are plenty of such cases, 
and they excite no particular interest or 
romark.

BOWLINES OUT OF DATE. 


An Old Skipper on Some of the Mistakes 
Made by the Landlubbers, 
“When aman was drunk,” said the ot 
skipper, ‘sailors sald, in the times when 
there were sailors, that ho was ‘three 
sheets In the wind,’ which means, nautle- 
ally, that the old hooker has charge of hor- 
self. I have heard the poetical libbers, 
who, with the help of dletionaries, pretend 
to be regular foremast hands, say of a man 
who coulda’t navigate that he was ‘sall- 
ing along a bowline,’ Bowlines are out of 
date aboard ship and have been for many 
years. Centuries ago the sails of aship 
hoisted much and spread little, like a cof- 
fee bag. Then ships carrying squaro sails 
could not go to windward. About the 
time of Sir Walter Raleigh, or a little be- 
fore, merchant vessels began to uso the 
bowlino, and by its use the big square rig- 
gers, When on a wind, were able to wallow 
along in good weather about four knots 
an hour and lay within seven or oight 
points of the wind, Smadlor vessels, with 
their lateen sails, such as Columbus sailed 
in, could make better weather, as the yard 
of the lateen sail keeps the weather leech 
taut, There were no jibs in those days. 
The foremast was stopped in the eyes of 
the ship. 

“The bowline proper is attached to the 
weather odge of tho sail by a bridle, leads 
forward and is used to keep the sail steady 
when the ship is close hauled, You will 
find that definition in tho dictionaries, 
Nowithstanding that, it is correct. Tho 
change in the shape of square sails used 
aboard ships nowadays has made the bow- 
line superfluous, On the old fashioned 
square rigged vessel the sails would drop, 
or hoist, a8 much as they would spread— 
that is, they were cut as long as they were 
wide, Such a shape would keep full only 
when sailing directly before the wind. 
‘The square sails of a modern ship are from 
three to four times as wide as they are 
deep, and when they are extended betwoen 
the yards, and the yards are braced up, 
the canyas stands as stiff as a board, ‘The 
fore edge needs no bowlino to keep it 
straight or steady.

The Process by Which the Odor of Flow- 
ers Is Obtained. 

Flowers that are to be used in the man- 
ufacture of perfumes are always gathered 
at nightfall or quite early in the morning 
when the dew is upon them. Before they 
are gathered, however, receptacles are pre- 
pared for them in the shape of large 
frames, over which ore ‘stretched cotton 
cloths well saturated with olive oil or al- 
mond oll. ‘The cut flowers are brought in 
and are thickly spread on a frame. ‘Then 
another frame is fitted oyer it, and that in 
turn is well spread with flowers. hen a 
third frame is fitted over the second spread 
of flowers, and thus the work goes on, 
until a huge pile of flowers is prepared. 

‘This flower heap is left for two days, 
at the end of which time the flowers are 
removed from the frames and replaced by 
fresh ones. he frames are filled and 
emptied every two days until two weeks 
have passed. Then the cloths are detached 
from the frames and placed under great 
pressure, and all the oil is pressed out of 
them. The oll ‘thus obtained is heavily 
charged with the fragranoe of the flowers, 
and it is mixed with double its weight of 
yery pure rectified Spirit and put in wivex- 
sel called a ‘'digester,’’ which is simply a 
poreelsin‘or block tin kettle that/fite in 
another kettlé, When ‘in “use, thé outer 
yeasel is filled with boiling water. 

In this vessel the mixture of ofl and 
spirits ‘digests’ for three or four days. 
Then, after having cooled, the spirit Is de- 
canted into another vessel, holding the 
same quantity of fragrant oil, and the di- 
gesting process is repeated. After being 
thus digested three times the spirit isfound | 
to have taken up enough of the perfume, | 
and it is then decanted from the oil for | 
the third and last time through a tube, 
one end of which is filled with cotton wool 
to serve as afiltér, he fluid thus prepared 
is called ‘‘triplo extract."’— Philadelphia 
‘Times.

Stock Hogs In Winter. 

Inexperienced swine breeders make 

the mistake of either keeping their 
breeding hogs too fat or too thin during 
the winter, It requires a keen eye and 
good judgment guined by careful ob- 
servation or long experience , tell 
when breeding stock is in just ther 
condition, If too tat, the sows will baye 
weuk pigs, and so they will if kapt too 
thin, aud besides! not bave enough milk 
to nourish them. An exclusive’ corn 
diet tends toward fatness of the dant 
and a poor deyelopment of bone and 
muscle of the pigs. Corn is an ‘unbal- 
anced ration, aud a long feeding of it 
makes the system feverish, Corn fed 
brood sows often eat their pigs, hecause 
their system craves different fool. 

The aint shonld be! to maintain the 
breeding stock in a healthy growing con- 
dition and with just flesh enough to keep 
them warm and make them good and 
stroug at farrowing time, Oaty make an 
ideal ration wid may be fed without 
grinding. Wheat or any of its bypro- 
ducts is good. A little linseed meal does 
not come amiss, Rye is also ap excellent 
feed, but be shy of corn and give only a 
few curs a day. Roots are probably the 
cheapest food that oun be fed and one of 
the best. They keep the bowels in order 
and the system in good working shape, 
Turnips, beets, apples, potatoes or car- 
rots may all be fed whole, and the hogs 
will eat them greedily. If you haye 
silage, feed freely of it, There is noth- 
ing better. A ration of clover hay two 
or three times a week is also relished, 

In addition to sensible feading give a 
warm bed’ in a dry, tight pen anda 
yard or field for plenty of exerdixe. 
Whoh hindled in this way, the pigs can 
be carried cheaply through the winter 
and’thé sows will como to farrowing in 
tho West possible’ condition and: drop 
strougyhealthy pigs ready to grow from

BEEN DEEPENED. 


| The Newspapers All at Sea on the Ques- 


| tloneSallsbury Keeps Mom-= England 


Can Beat All Europe—A Prominent 


Banker's Explanation. 


Now York, Feb. 7.—Mr. Form, cabling 
to the Tribune from London regarding 
China affairs, says 

“Forecasts of the Queen's speech are 
uncertain on only yne point; this is 
Anglo-Chinese finance. Otherwise there 


are no secrets In the summuiries of foreign 
affairs or the logislative programme of 
the session. Tho mystery enveloping the 
Chinese loan has been deepened by the 
ante-climax of newspaper diplomacy. The 
announcemont that the Government 
would not persist in its demand that 'Ta- 
Lion-Wan should be opened as # free port 
broke up the chorus of patriotic rejoicing 
over the resolute stand In defence of 
commerelal freedom, and filled the public 
mind with misgivings respecting the 
possible surrender of British interests. 
‘he hot fit which followed Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach's declaration that England 
was ready to fight for the principle of 
commercial freedom in Chinese ports has 
given way to u cold fit of apprenension 
lest there may not be anything lefé worth 


tighting for. - 
Salisbury Keeps ““Mum."” 

“Newspaper enterprise is one thing, 
and Lord Sulisbury’s diplomacy another, 
He broods over foreign affairs in secret, 
and does not take any press diplomat into 
his confidence. The leader writers are not 
provided with cues, and draw Jarge in- 
ferences from slight promises. This has 
been done in the Chinese negotiations. 
No Minister has proclaimed that Ta-Lien- 
Wan must be made a free port or else no 
money would be lent, and that British 
interests would-be maintained, even at 
the risk of war. The press diplomats have 
assumed that the freedom of Ta-Lien- 
Wan was the main condition of the pro- 
posed Joan, and that no European power 
would be allowed to gain exclusive poss- 
ession of any strategic point command- 
ing the approaches to Peking. They did 
not know what was going on in the For- 
eign Office, 

England Cun Beat All Europe, 

“My own conviction 1s that the best 
source of information respecting financial 
diplomacy is Lombard street. A promin- 
ent and well informed English banker 
gives me this explanation: 

“ *Salisbury will undoubtedly arrange 
this Joan for twelve millions sterling. 
England will take it alone, and not in 
connection with any other power. This 
is the general opinion among London 
financiers. Not Russia, nor Germany; 
nor France, can iend money on the same 
terms. There will be un issue of consols, 
which can be taken in 24 hours, owing 
to the demand of banks, insurance com- 
panies and estates for permanent invest- 
ments. ‘Twelye millions can be had for 
2%¢ per cent. and China will be required 
to pay 4 per cent. This leaves a margin 
for a sinking fund and makes it a profit- 
able transaction for the Government, 
which can obtain full security for the 
payment of interest and principal by con- 
trol of the revenues and other sources of 
taxation in China. It may be as brilliant 
a stroke of finance as the purchase of the 
Suez shares. Bankers haye nothing to 
make out of it, but the Government will 
have a good profit, John Chinaman needs 
money, and will be shrewd enough to 
borrow on the easiest terms. The British 
Government can outbid any European 
power, The loan will probably be an- 
nonnced early in the session, possibly in 
the Queen’s speech.' 

“This forecast reflects the general opin- 
jon in financial circles.’’ 


MR- BREDON’S APPOINTMENT- 


He is Made Deputy Inspector-General of 
Chinese Customs. 


London, Feb. 7.—The London corres- 
pondent of the New York Evening Post 
cables his paper as follows: 

“One most significant fact, showing 
the success of England's firm stand in 
the interests of world-wide free trade, is 
this morning’s news of the appointment 
by the Tsung-Li-Yamen of Mr. Robert 
Bredon as Deputy Inspector-General of 
Customs, at the request of England's 
representative, Sir Robert Hart. This is 
the position which Russia has strained 
every nerve to control, for whooyer con- 
trols the Chinesa customs can, in a 
bandred ways, if inclined to a policy of 
exclusion, defeat the elaborate devices of 
statesmanship as contained in treaties of 
commerce and the like. Those who should 


know, say that all the Chinese wiles and . 


attempts to play off Russia against Eng- 
land, and Germany against both, are not 
likely to result in any other way than an 
English loan to China, with England's 
conditions attached, but that if China 
does get the money elsewhere, England 
will still insist on the strength of her 
treaty rights, upon «# China open to the 
world’s trade.”’

} LITTLE THINGS AN 
TICES ON HIS FIRST VISIT 


The Words Beside a Doorbell The Seca 


| elty of Too Women In Barrooms, 
“Sweota” Not Up to Our Candy—Mys- 
terious Sign In Cardin, 
Tho books that are written about foreign 
countries aro most unsatisfactory. This is 


just as truo in tho caso of such an casy 
| Sountry to write about as England os tt 14 
in tho caso of central Africa, Tho books 
toll the poor Americans who haye not boen 
thore a good deal about Wostminstor abbey 
and the Tower of London and the houses 
of parliamont, but they do not disclose the 
little things in which English lito diffora 
from Amerlean life, the ttle things 
which, after all, mako up life, the things 
which an American on his firat English 
visit finds almost as diverting ond surpris- 
ing us palaces and cathedrals and gallories, 

The very first experience of tho present 
writer and ao wise companion of his in 
London was of this sort. They got intoa 
cob at tho station and gave the cabman 
the address of tho houso where thoy were 
to stay. When they were set down at the 
door, thoy saw beside it a bell handle and 
beside it the words, ‘Ring also.’’ No such 
words as these had they over seen on a 
door before, and they stopped and studied 
them, while tho cabman wondered what 
they were waiting for. What could this 
strange request to “ring also’’ moan? Did 
it mean, ‘Ring thou also, othors having 
rung,’ or did it mean, ‘Oh, thou who 

hast dono somothing olse, ring also?’’ And 
if so, what olse? Thon the companion, 
wise in the Sooratio method, remembered. 
In a pretty little edition of Thackeray's, 
“Tho Rose and tho Ring,’’ he had once 
seen a picture of a door with a knocker 
and « bell and the words, ‘‘Knock and 
ring."’ This door had a knocker, too, and 
“Ring also’’ must be ashorter way of say- 
ing, ‘‘ Knock and ring.”” He knocked with 
‘ne ANOURcr and rang with tho bell, and 
that proved to be the right thing to do. 

Thore is quite as much strangoness in 
the things that are missed as in the things 
that aro seen. Probably the most terrible 
affliction for Americans in England is the 
want of ice, It takes time to learn to 
drink warm water, if tho silly and un- 
English American will insist on drinking 
water at all, and it is just as bad to drink 
warm beer. Perhaps {t is in part the hor- 
rible tepidness of the alleged cold drinks 
that drives the English themselves to 
drink so much tea and so much spirits. 

Ice is not wholly unknown. Now and 
then a barroom has it for luxurious cus- 
tomers who demand it, and in that case 
tho fact is announced to an amazed popu- 
Jace by a placard with the word ‘‘Ice” in 
tho front window. Some hotels have it, 
too, and guard it as a treasure, handing it 
around in dishes of the sizo of sugar basins. 
Nor is the Englishman himself, when 
properly educated, blind to its usefulness. 

The barmaid is another of the surprises 
for tho American. Ho knew that she ex- 
isted, of course, yet it is a shock to seo hor 
for tho first time. It is a shock, too, at 
first to seo women customers standing or 
titting about in barrooms, even in com- 
paratively respectable ones. But this did 
not set out to be an essay on barrcoms or 
drinking habits. It is hard to keep away 
from tho one or the other in England. 

‘To make a long jump, there is the mat- 
ter of candy, or ‘‘sweets,’’ as they would 
call themselves over there. Many English 
women who make short visits to the 
United States go home with pale faces and 
jaded constitutions because of tho too sud- 
den revelation to them of American can- 
dies. A girl who likes sweets—that is to 
say a girl—should accustom herself to 
the American grades from childhood to 
avoid tho temptation to get drunk on them 
ato later period. But up to a short timo 
ago—and probably it is so still—there was 
only ono shop in all London that could 
supply candies of the quality to be found 
at 40 shops in New York. This shop was 
making a fortune in candy, and was also 
doing a land office business in ico cream 
soda, and yet such is the conservatism of 
the Briton that it ran for years without an 
imitator. Full credit was given to ite 
origin, and it was known as the American 
candy shop. 

Englishmen seem mich given to shay- 
ing themselves, as it appears to the Aimer- 
ican in search of a barber shop. And ho is 
stricken with a new sense of wonder when 
ho finds a barbor’s shop called a toilet 
club. Sometimes American barber shops 
are advertised, and then he can commit 
his fate to one and take his chances. 

‘The things that aro adyertised as Amer- 
ican are sometimes diverting too. Ameri- 
can dentists aro expected announce 
themselves as such all oyer tho world, of 
course, as the title is necessary as an as- 
surance that the operators know somo part 
of their business. American sewing ma- 
chirles would be expected to hold a higher 
Place than tho English and to be so ad- 
vortised, and so they are. Then there are 
American organs. But an explanation is 
still sought and would bo gratofully re- 
celyed of the meaning of tho following 
sign, which was observed in tho flourish- 
ing city of Cardiff, in Wales: ‘‘Gentle- 
men's clothing cleaned by the American 
process without injury to the fabric.” 

And the funniest part of it all is the ex- 
pression of mingled amusement and pity 

thatan Englishman puts on when ho is 
told that anything in any other country 
is not oxactly as it is in England.—New 
York Tribune.

Newspaper Morality, 

One of the most curious things about 
the newspaper, says E. L, Godkin in ‘The 
Atlantic, is that the public does not expect 
from a newspaper proprictor the same sort 
of morality it expects from persons in oth- 
er callings. It would disown a bookseller 
and cease all intercourse with him fora 
tithe of the falsehoods and petty frauds 
which it passes unnoticed in a newspaper 
proprietor. It may disbelieve every word 
he says and yet profess to respect him and 
may occasionally reward him, so that it 
is quite possible to finda newspaper which 
nearly everybody condemns and whose 
influence he would repudiate circulating 
very freely among religious and moral 
people and making handsome profits for 
its proprietor. A newspaper proprietor, 
therefore, who finds that his profits ro- 
main high, no matter what yiews he pro- 
mulgates and what kind of morality he 
practices, can hardly, with fairness to the 
community, be treated as an exponent of 
its opinions. He will not consider what 
it thinks when he finds he has only to 
consider what it will buy and that it will 
buy his paper without agreeing with it. 


Aluminium and Iron, 


It is found that the addition of from two 
to flve pounds of aluminium to a ton of 
iron renders it grayer and softer, the slag 
rising rapidly and completely to the sur- 
faco and leaving the metal in a far purer 
and better condition than before. In this 
case, too, the iron is more fluid in the 
ladle and can bo poured into small molds 
without any tendency to chill, and the for- 
mation of ‘waster’ castings, due to blow- 
holes, is entirely avoided. ‘The aluminium 
does not reduce the melting point of cast 
iron or stecl, but increases its fluidity by 
the removal of impurities. But the effect 
of a small proportion of aluminium upon 
steel with medium carbon is to increase 
its tenacity and impair its ductility. I¢ 
may olso be used in the same proportion 
in brass manufacturing ond in largor 
quantities for making *‘aluminium brass.” 
—Exchange.

Other Methods of Telling Time. 


Tho first clock in our sense of tho word 
secmsa to have beon (for we are not sure as 
to what clocks they wero which fr 2 
the Vonetians invented, of which they kent 
4 spechnon to Constantinople) one made 
in 1874 for Charles V of France. It was 
n very big one, wolgbing several hundred 
wolght and mado by a converted Arab, 
tamed Henry de Vic, and those who aro 
curious may find foll details in Frolssurt, 
This clock was put up In the round tower 
of the palace, and for months vast crowds 
assembled to watch tho novelty’s action 
and dotails, It js not with this, however, 
or any of the succeeding efforts of clock- 
makers that wo are concerned, but at a far 
anterior date with the contrivances by 
which men measured time and supplied in 
some dogreo tho placec the clock, And 
back to remotest ages must we go. 

Tho water clock, otherwise the clepsy- 
Gra, seems, unless tho Egyptologists find 
somothing fresh in that land of incessant 
discoveries from the most far mists of 
time, to have been tho first scientific effort 
at noting the hours. A good many people 
talk glibly about the clepsydra who neither 
know its precise construction nor the na- 
tion who have tho credit of constructing 
it. That belongs to the Assyrian, and as 
far back as at least over 2,600 years ago 
the clepsydra was used in Ninoveh under 
the sway of the second Sardanapélus. It 
was a brass vessel of cylindrical shapo, 
holding several gallons of water, which 
could only emerge through one tiny holo 
in the side. Thus the trickling of tho fluid 
marked ao certain amount of time, and the 
water was oinptiod about half a dozen 
times per diem. In Nineveh there was one 
at tho palace, and one in ench principal 
district. These were all filled by signal 
from a watchman on a tower at the mo- 
ment of sunrise, and each had an attend- 
ant, whose business was to refill the 
clepsydra as soon as it was emptied, the 
fact being announced by criers, much as 
in tho last century the watchinan drowslly 
shouted tho hours at night throughout tho 
streets of London. Some five centuries 
later an anonymous genius made a great 
improyement by inserting toothed wheels, 
which revolving turned two hands on a 
dial in clock fashion, thus showing the 
progress of tho time, which from one fill- 
ing to emptying averaged 234 hours. I: 
this shapo the clepsydra, which was then 
chiefly procurable in Egypt, became intro- 
duced to various other nations, including 
Rome, where it flourished with yarious 
splendid embellishments until the end of 
the empire. 

Tho sundial stands next in tho order of 
time to the clepsydra. It was invented at 
Alexandria some five centuries and a half 
B.C, Unlike the waterclock, it flourished 
through all the centuries, eyen unto our 
own days, where it fitly adorns many a 
stately or simple old world garden and 
smooth shady lawn. It was naturally of 
greater constant use in other climes than 
those of our ‘‘brumous”’ isle, from the far 
larger amount of sunshine these enjoyed. 
But some fine and famous sundials have 


long existed within the realm, and the in- 


scriptions have not been their least charm 
of the past. 

During the dark ages tho clepsydra 
seems to haye vanished with the Roman 
empire, Its reintroduction into Europe is 
due to that hero of our young days, the 
Caliph Haroun-al-Raschid, the famous po- 
tentate of Bagdad having sent in the year 
807 a splendid specimen to Charlemagne. 
But just about or a little before this time 
France had hit on another mode of mark- 
ing time by the invention of the hour- 
glass, destined to as long an existence as 
the sundial. Indeed, properly made, this 
was # valuable and accurate timepiece, 
provided it was regularly turned. 

Wo need not do more than allude to the 
habit after the reformation, and especial- 
ly in Scotland, of preachers measuring 
thoir discourses by the hourglass in the 
pulpit. Tbeso marked an hour exactly. 
Those frst made in Charlemagno’s day 
ran for 12 hours, Alfred the Great hit 
upon a method of measuring time which 
shows that there was no Saxon one, though 
very probably some of the monasteries 
(then the only homes of knowledge) were 
acquainted with water clocks and hour- 
glasses, if not by practical knowledge at 
any rate by hearsay. However, the king- 
dom in general followed Alfred’s plan, 
which, though ingenious, necessarily lack- 
ed anything like the accuracy of the othor 
inventions, Yet the king’s idea was hailed 
as a wonderful offort of genius, which, for 
such an era and by comparison with the 
general ignorance, it was. Asevery school- 
boy (in this case literally) knows, Alfred 
marked time by rushlights. <A long ex- 
istence, by the way, has the rushlight en- 
joyod, seeing that middle aged people still 
remember its uso in the nursery at 
night, and the reflection of the circular 
holes in the tall metal shades on the ceil- 
ing. Alfred, says an anciont authority, 
“that ho might properly know how tho 
hotirs passed, made use of burning tapers 
which were marked with lines, and fixed 
in lanthorns, an expedient invented by 
himself” (so, by the way, were in 892 tho 
Janthorns of scraped horn, which still 
some old fashioned rustic¢s prefer to glass). 
But tapers, however, were then very ox- 
pensive. Tho king might himself uso 
these, but probably the rushlight was used 
by people in general. 

Of all primitive methods of telling the 
time, however, the most curious and 
among the most ancient existed in China, 
and as the “cyole of Cathay’’ has revolved 
unaltered for ages no wondor it is still in 
use thero. ‘Time was guessed by recourse 
to the harmless necossary cat. By oxam- 
ination of her eyo tho Chinaman could 
apdcan make a fair shot at the hour by 
inspection of tho creaturo’s pupil. At noon 
it is sald complotely to contract, so that a 
thin hairlike porpendioular line only do- 
notes tho pupil, which again after noon 
begins to dilate. The floral clock of Lin- 
nus is, of course, comparatively modern, 
—London Standard. 


Dyolnug Woolens Bleck, 

To color woolen goods black, use an 
ounce of extract of logwood and half an 
ounce of bluo vitriol for each pound of 
cloth. Put the vitriol {n water cnough to 
coyer the cloth, and when they aro thor- 
oughly mixed put {mn the cloth and lot it 
scald 20 minutes, Thon take the cloth out 
and throw it into clear water. Put the 
log wood into a vessel with sufliciont water 
for the goods, press tho water from tho 
cloth and put it into the logwood water 
and scald it 80 minutes. Thon take out 
the oloth and air well, Meanwhile put tho 
vitriol wator into the vessel with tho log- 
wood and again put in the cloth and scald 
{+16 minutes longer, This will pore 
the goods when prested from rubbing off.

ANCIENT BANQUETS, 


Ingenuity Exerolsed In Making Ornamon- 
tal Sweetmeats For Table Decoration.

great ingenuity was exercised 
af ornamental swoetmenta 
oration. At great banquots a 
or “‘kotelty"’ or *sotillec,”’ as 
it was variously termed—an claborate do- 
Yicw In sugar or pastry, or in both, closed 
each course, and this device usually boro 
some reference, humorous or otherw ise, to 
the occasion of the entertainment. It was 
to ornament the magnificent foasta which 
represented gastronomic taste and lavish 
expenditure during the reigns of William 
Rufus, Henry IIL, Richard IL and Henry 
1V, that subtolles wore Invented. At the 
coronation foast of Honry V,in 1421, there 
was a subtilteo of ‘a pelican altting on 
her nest with her young,” and “an image 
of St. Catherine holding a book and dis- 
puting with the doctors," 

‘The onthronization feast of Archbishop 
Nevill at York was one of the most nota- 
ble of historic banquets. Among the 
sweotmeats wero ‘cold tartes, baked, 
4,000; cold custards, baked, 3,000; hot 
custards, 2,000,"" besides ‘spices, sugared 
dolicates, and wafers plentie."’ Tho sub- 
tiltees were of tho most elaborate kind, 
One represented a doctor of divinity being 
led into his pulpit byademon. At another 
great feast, the enthronization of Arch- 
bishop Warehain, chancellor of Oxford, jn 
1503, a subtiltes represented St. Augustine 
and hia attendant in the act of petitioning 
King Ethelbert for leaye to preach Chris- 
tianity in his dominions. Another repre- 
sented the eight towers of tho university. 
In every tower stood a bedell, and under 
the towers were figures of the king, to 

h by 


whom Chancellor Wareham, enoirel 
inany doctors properly habited, presented 
Latin verses which were answered by his 
majesty. Other devices, such as the four. 
seasons, with Latin inscriptions, appeared 
at this feast, 

A fnvorite device of the master cook 
was 4 real peacock, feathers, tail and all. 
At Archbishop Nevill’s feast there were 
no fewer than 104 peacocks so treated. 
Many of tho subtiltees which appeared at 
banquets were upon religious subjects, 
and others related to incidents in English 
history. Furnace, the cook in Massinger’s 
“New Way to Pay Old Debts’ (1633), 
speaks of raising ‘‘fortifications in pastry 
which, if thoy had been practiced at Breda, 
Spinola might have thrown bis cap at it 
and ne'er took it.’’ Tho colebrated siege 
of Breda, it may be noted, lasted from 
Aug, 26, 1624, to July 1 following.—Gen- 
tleman’s Magazino. 


WON ON A TECHNICALITY. 


Bluff Old Colonel Was Better Posted Than 
His Men on the Rules. 

In the Austrian servico the discipline is 

of the strictest. One day a regiment parad- 

ed and everything went wrong. Kventual- 


ly the flery old colonel could stand it no © 


longer and in desperate rage closed the 
parade, saying to his officers, ‘Go to ——, 
gontlemen, and ——.”" = 

This was heard far and near. An insult 
like this could not be submitted to by the 
officers of the imperial army without deg- 
radation, and it was instantly agreed to 
complain to the general through the colo- 
nel and obtain full redress and the colo- 
nel’s resignation. Two of each rank were 
chosen as a deputation, and headed by the 
lieutenant colonel appeared at the colonel’s 
quarters and demanded to be conducted 
by him to the general of division, there to 
complain of his questionable order. 

‘Very good, gentlemen,’’ the colonel re- 
plied, ‘‘But, adjutant, turn to page —, 
paragraph —, of the articles of war and 

» read it aloud for the benefit of my ofticers."” 

The adjutant read as follows: ‘Should 
an inferior officer consider that an order 
issued by a superior is unjust he must first 
obey the order, and then only will he have 
a right to complain. Otherwise he will be 
guilty of a breach of discipline.” 

“First obey and then complain,” said 
the colonel. ‘‘Gentlemen, have you obeyed 
my order?" Availing himself of his ac- 
curate knowledge of military regulations, 
ho had what is vulgarly called ‘planted 
them!” ‘The officers prepared to leave, 
but to the relief of all parties the colonel 
at once made a very full apology. ‘This, 
of course, terminated tho incident.—Ex- 
change. 


Experiments on the Momory. 
Tho celebrated French psychologist 
Professor Alfred Binet, in a paper on 
“he Experimental Study of Memory,” 
states that so far attempts have been made 
to measure but one kind of memory, but 
that it is a great advance to be able to in- 
trodyce the concept of measurement into 
this problem at all. Experiments deal 
with the number of memory images that 
can be stored at one trial without allow- 
ing time for rest to the subject. Successive 
investigations have been made on the 
mensurement of tho memory for figures 
and syllables. The development of these 
localized memories cannot be considered 
as a sign of the development of the other 
memories. Reservations must be nado ag 
to conclusions to be drawn from theso ex- 
periments. A series of figures is read to a 
subject at regular speed (generally two 
figures per second). He then endeayors te 
repeat the figures without error in the or- 
dor in which he heard them, Any adult 
can givo four easily; then five, six and so 
on, until a number is reached which can- 
not be repeated correctly. Each trial is 
repeated, with intervals of rest. Exper!l- 
ments taken together show that not only 
memory, but the powers of yoluntary at- 
tention, are employed. As children have 
less control over their attention, they re- 
tain fewer figures by this method than 
adults. The average educated adult re- 
tains seven figures; # child from 6 to 8 
rotains five; achild of 10, six. Jacques In- 
andl, the celebrated lightning caloulator, 
is able to commit more than 40 figures at 
one treial,—Boston Transcript.

The Queen's Speech. 

The Queen's speech was as follows: 

My Lords and Gentlomen,—My relations 
with the other powers continue friendly. 
The negotiations between the Sultan of 
Turkey and the King of Groeco have been 
brought to a conclusion by the signature 
of u treaty of peace, under which the ter- 
ritorial relations betweon the two powers 
are practically unchanged. 

The question of the autonomous goy- 
ornment of the Island of Crete has ocen- 
pied the attention of tho powers, ‘Tho 
difficulty of arnying at a unanimous 
agreement on some points has unduly 
protracted the deliberations, but IT hope 
those obstacles will before long be sur- 
mounted. 

Intelligence which is apparently trust- 
worthy was received of the intention of 
the Khalifa to adyanco against the Ngyp- 
tian army in the Soudan, and I have 
therefore given directions that a contin: 
gent of British troopsshould be despatch- 
ed to Berber to the assistance of His High- 
noss the Khedive. 

I have concluded a treaty of friendship 
and commerce with His Majosty the Km- 
peror of Abyssinia, i 

Depression in West Indies. 

Tho report of the commission I appoint- 
ed in December, 1896, to inquire into the 
condition of certain of my West Indian 
colonies has conclusively established the 
existence of severe depression in those 
colonies, caused by the heayy fall in the 
price of sugar, which is mainly attributed 
to the reduction in the cost of production 
and the great increase in its extent of 
recent years, But the fall has been arti- 
ficially stimulated by the system of 
bounties to producers and manufacturers 
of beet sugar maintained in many Euro- 
pean States. ‘here are signs of growing 
opinion in these States that this system 
{s injurious to the general interests of 
their population, and communications are 
now in progress between my Government 
and the Goyernment principally con- 
cerned, with a view to a conference on 
the subject, which, I trust, may rosult in 
the abolition of the bounties, 

In the meantime measures will be pro- 
posed to you for the relief of the immo- 
diate necessities of the West Indian col- 
onies, for encouraging other industries 
and for assisting those engaged in sugar 
cultivation to tide over the present crisis. 


The Indian Troubles. 

On the northwestern border of my Indian 
Empire an organized outbreak of fanati- 
cism, which spread in the summer along 
the frontier, induced many of the tribes 
to break their engagements with my Goy- 
ernment, to attack tho military posts in 
their vicinity, and eyen to inyade the 
settled districts of my territory, I was 
compelled to send expeditions against the 
offending tribes, for the punishment of 
the outrages and to insure peace in the 
future. A portion of the Afridi tribes 
haye not yet accepted the terms offered 
thom, but elsewhere the operations haye 
been brought to a yery s‘iccossful close. 
The courage and ondurance exhibited by 
my troops, British and native, have over- 
come almost insuperable difficulties in the 
country in which they were operating; 
but I haye to deplore the loss of many 
valuable lives, both amongst my own 
troops and those whose services were yol- 
untarily and loyally placed at my disposal 
by the native princes of my Indian Hin- 
pire. 

The Plague and Famine, 


The rest of the speech deals with the 
recrudescouce of the plague and says: 
‘Although the mortality is loss alarming 
than in 1897 it is still such as to cause 
anxiety, and no effort will bo spared to 
mitigate it.’’ 

Her Majesty then rejoices at the fact 
that the famine is ended, except ina 
small tract of Madras, and says there is 
reason to anticipate a prosperous year, 
both for agriculture and commerce, 
throughout India. 


The Estimuatos and Legislation.

“T may say that similar assurances 
haye been made us by theo German Goy- 
ornment respecting the territory they 
recently occupied. Indeed, the German 
Government went further and were more 
flattering to us, for the German Ambas- 
sador told me they had concluded that our 
manner of dealing with such things waa 
better than theirs, and that, in this in- 
stance at any rate, they intended to imli- 
tute our methods, 

“Regarding the loan, I hope ina few 
days to lay the papers on the table deal- 
ing with it, but I warn the noble Earl 
that the information will be exceedingly 
scanty when it appears.’’ 

Turning to India, Lord Salisbury de- 
clared that the troubles with the Afridis 
were not due to the occupation of the 
Chitral, nor to fanaticism, but to terror 
at the approach of civilization. It was 
only intended to occupy such additional 
posts on the frontier as competent mili- 
tary authorities deemed absolutely neces- 
sary.

A RAID ON THE KLONDIKE. 


A “Doc"’ Jameson Raid to Bo Made 


According to a Cable Despatch. 


London, Feb. 9.—The Star yesterday, 
under the heading of ‘‘Raid on the 
Klondike,*’ quoted an anonymous Aneri- 
can correspondent, who recently arrived 
in England, as saying with reference to 
the relief expeditions to the Klondike, 
that those who are familiar with the 
facts ‘‘know that this excuse is as flimsy 
as Jamieson’s desire to relieve the women 
and children of Johannesburg.”’ 

Continuing, the anonynious correspond- 
ent romarks: 

‘“Hyvery American knows this to be 
another Jameson raid, and that the 
Americans intend to keep control of the 
Klondike. The Klondikers have already 
announced that the Stars and Stripes 
will be flying at Dawson City by July 4. 
It would please a large body of Aimeri- 
cans if the Klondike could be madea 
pretext for war between England and the 
United States, which would result in the 
anngxation of Canada, There is much 
more in the same strain.”’ 

Ottawa, Feb. 9.—In the Senate yester- 
day afternoon Sir Mackenzie Bowell said 
the subsidy given to McKenzie and Mann 
showed wanton extrayagance on the part 
of the Goyernment. A case for urgency 
had not been made out. 

Mr. Mills, in his reply, made the some- 
what startling announcement that there 
were special reasons of state for rushing 
construction of this railway.

TO BEGIN IN 4PRIL- 


Mr. McKenzie Says He Has Already 
Outfits on the Road for the Yukon 
Railway—To Employ 4,000 Men. « 


Montreal, Feb. 16.—Mr. Williane 
MoKenzie, who is associated with Mr. D. 
D. Mann in the construction of the new 
Canadian route to the Klondike, is here 
on his way to England in connection — 
with the franchise for the Birmingham — 
tramway, which is to be converted inte — 
an electric railway. Referring to the re — 
ports of Mr. Mann’s inability to charter — 
steamers on the Pacific coast, the threat 
ened hostile American bonding regula- 
tions at Fort Wrangel and opposition te — 
the contract, he said: ‘‘We have no occa- 
sion to worry over any of these affairs. 
My contract has been signed, and I see 
no reason to doubt that it will be rati- 
fied by Parliament. Too much is being 
made of unfriendly American legislation. — 
I believe overything will be arranged — 
amicably. In any event Canadians have 
aright to navigate the Stikine River. 
Steamboats can ply on it for five months: 
of the year. 

“We haye three outfits on the route 7 
ready, and the line is being located.” 
Until this work is completed there is ne 
necessity of rushing men to the north. 
We will begin track-laying operations im 
April. Will we complete the line before 
September 1’ Without a doubt, else we 
should not hays undertaken the “job. At 
least 4,000 men will be employed. Many 
will probably come from the cast. It is 
probable that the Government will event 
ually extend the projected Teslin Loke 
road south toa point on the Canadian 
seaboard, for instance, a point on Allee 
Arm on Portland Canal. We tendered 
like the Rothschilds, for a railway from 
Pyramid Harbor, Alaska, via the Dalton 

trail, but the Government decided that 
the line must be entirely within Canadian 
territory.”

DOCTORS IN CHINESE STORES. 
The Fine Old Methods of the Celestial 
Empire Applied Here, 

Noarly every Chinese mereantile store 1 
this country has attached to it a Chinese 
doctor anda pharmaceutical department 
In China oyery one chooses his own oceu- 
pation, und any person IDiy assunie the 
title of physician without having given | 
previous evidence of his professional com- 
petency. ‘There aro bo medical collegos, | 
and no examination tests exist to worry 
tho minds of tho futuro practitioners. And 
neither are diplomas asked for or granted. 

This unlimited liberty of solocting an 
occupation bas resulted in making the Chi- 
nese medical profession very large, and 
whon the Chinese start a businoss a Chi- 
nese doctor is always inoluded as one of 
the partners, and he acts 4s physician and 
apothecary for the firm. In China Chinese 
apothecaries, before they can carry on 
thelr business, must pass an examination 
ond must exhibit a diploma from tho ex- 
amination board, Medical study consists 
in mechanically learning the old Ohinese 
tnedical works, and, when possible, tho 
inherited knowledge of remedies all ip ac- 
cordance with the Chinese maxim, “The 
older the better,” 

When a physician has been unsuccessful, 
he retires with the common Chinese adage 
that there is medicine for siokness, but 
none for fate.’ Sometimes an invalid will 
go to a doctor and ask for how much ho 
will cure him and how soon the cure can 
he performed, Fle states the diagnosis of 
his case, the pulse is examined and every 
other symptom investigated, when a bar- 
gain is struck and a portion of the price 
paid. The patient then recelyes the suit- 
able medicines in quantity and variety bet- 
ter fitted for a horse than a man, for tha 
doctor reasons that out of # great number 
it js more likely that some will prove otli- 
cacious, and the more he gets paid for the 
more he ought to administer. A decoc- 
tion of a kettleful of simples is drank by 
the sick man, and he gives up both work- 
ing and eating. Lf, however, at the expi- 
ration of the timo specified he is not cured, 
he scolds his physician for an ignorant 
charlatan who cheats him Sut of his money 
and seeks another, with whom he makes 
a similar bargain, and with probably sim- 
flar results. ‘hv visits and examinations 
are yory reasonable in price, varying jn 
amount from 15 cents to $1, ‘he fee is 
wrapped up in red paper and is called 
golden thanks. —New York Sun. 


The Fetich Diamond. 

The South African native, it seems, Ia 
not always decorated with the mere trump: 
ery of the trader’s wallet or of his own 
purveyance. It has become an attested 
fact that oxcellont diamonds, and dia- 
monds better than that, are possessed by 
chiefs and hoarded by them, not so much 
in intelligence of their yaluo as in a firm 
fetichism. ‘Che stones haye come to their 
hands by the good old fashioned method 
of stealing them from the Kimberley minos 
years ago, before the present minute wateh 
against gem thieving was systematizod. 
Diamond stealing at present is practically 
impossible under the peculiar methods of 
its prevention. Before the rigid examina- 
tions of workmen and yisitors began to be 
enforced, native laborers often were under 
a secret compact with thoir tribal rulers 
not to come back from the mines without 
a good sized stolen diamond for the chief's 
use. Hence a great many superb gems are 
in the dark unfathomed caves of « Kaflir 
headman’s establishment. 

Within a few years enterprising traders 
have made special expeditions and palayors 
for diamonds so hidden, with the result of 
successful bartering for thom. Liquor and 
guns bayoe been found useful. In soimne 
instances the superstition of the chiots 
stood in the way of traders’ recovering 
yaluable stones; but, on the other hand, a 
small company working on this line of ac- 
quisition is credited with haying obtained 
within four months not less than $200,000 
worth of diamonds. Ono agent succeeded 
in buying of a, chief six stones of more 
than 200 karats cach.—Harper's Weekly.

Poultry Points. 

Air slaked lime scattered about the 
house or yards will prevent disease in 
many instances and always prove of 
benefit in any oase. Vermin is destroyed 
by the dusting of roosts, walls and floors 
with this penetrating, purifying powder, 
while in the outer runs the earth it 
cleansed of much of the poisonous qual- 
ity by use of lime. 

If you are beginning with fowls, 
don't think that your first step is to de- 
yise somo naw variety or cross that shall 
knock out ul) others at one crack. Tak 
the breeds which others have experi- 
mented with and brought up to a state 
of strength and productivoness that cau 
not be questioned. What it needs is 
more poultry raisers and less ‘fanciers.’ 

While poultry will not thrive on neg- 
lect, it is well to remember that over- 
feeding and lack of exercise are also 
fruitful sources of loss in the poultry 
yard. It is the happy mean that we 
want to strike. 

Don’t have the flocks of hens too 
large. If you have more than 75 or 80, 
they ought to be separated into smaller 
flocks. 

An egg contains from 25 to 27 por 

cent solid matter, nearly 14 per cent 
albumen, That means that laying hens 
need food rich in albuminous matter— 
meat, oilmeal, milk, bran, etc. 
A Boston commission merchant says 
that if farmers would market all tho 
chickens and eggs they can spare each 
week, they would be surprised at tho 
regular income that they were receiy- 
ing, and thoy would find more profit in 
poultry. ‘ 

Clover is the best pasture for poultry. 
It is rioh in aitrogen and mineral mat- 
ter. Hens that havo access to a clover 
patoh should do very well. Orimson 
clover is the best to sow, as it will fur- 
nish groen pasture in winter, when 
theré is no snow on the ground. Sow 
about the middle of August. 

If we would keep up the vigor and 
fecundity of our flooks we must infuse 
new blood into them. If service or 
profit or vigorous growth is desired, 
there must bo a frequent change of 
oockerels in the flocks.

A wonderful Mohawk woman ta no more. 
Few people indeed ara to be found who have 
not heard of Mra, Catharine Hill, the 
mother in-law of the famous Dr, Oronhya- 
tekha,S.O R wORB, 

Mes, Catharine Hill wae four score and 
three years, Death wae not altogether un- 
expected, though there was every reason to 
hope she would live through the winter ; but 
alas, how uncertain js life, Sho was a most 
remarkable woman and respected by all; her 
gevial disporition was of a captivating 
motherly nature, 

She had reached an age when old people 
lapro into second ildhood, but Mrs, © 
Hill retained hor facultics clearly to the Inst, 
aud toward the end she was wont to relate 
experiences inthe early part of the present 
century. 

She wasa descendant fromtwo well known 
Mohawk families, Brant and Deseronto, 
Catharine was an only daughter of Joseph 
Jr and Margaret Brant, 

Capt. Joseph Thayendanegea Brant wae 
married three times, Joseph Brant Jr. was 
the oldest son by the third marriage of 
Capt. Brant., he married Margaret, daugh- 
ot Capt, John Deseronto, 

At the early age of five yeara little Cathe- 
rine was left to mourn the loos of a loving 
father ; that would be in the year 1820. 

She and her widowed mother, Margaret, 
following the practice of many Mohawk 
families, proceeded to the Six Nationa Re 
serve, travelling the distance mortly by 
water in canoes, in groups of three or four, 
or parties, They started from Culbertson 
Dock, afterwarda Mill Point, now Deser- 
onto, 

The deceased was born on the site where 
the town standa, 

From the Bay of Quinte to a a place called 
Carrying Place, thence across the isthmus, 
carrying the canoes, to about where Murray 
canal pow ia; resting a day Preequiel Buy, 
then into Lake Ontario, slong the north 
shore ; reating again at Cobourg and again 
4 Toronto Bay,atthe mouth of the river Don, 
then callod River Ruse, Oace more into the 
Inke heading for Burlington Bay, passing 
Brant House and following the old Dundaa 
canal to Dundas and Ancaster,they reached 
the Grand River ky land from Dandae 

Mother and daughter remainedamong the 
Six Nations for several yeara, but in 1830 

they returned to the Bay of Quinte, only to 
add sorrow to Catherine by losiog a loving 
mother. 

Io 1832, January luth, Catherine married 
John William Hill, grand-son of Capt Isaac 
Hill, the marriage ceremony was performed 
hy the late Rey, James Saltern Givens, the 
firat resident missionary among the Mo- 
bawke of the Bay of Quinte, in the old 
Mohawk Parish church, which stood not fur 
from the present Christ church. * 

She often spoke of her baptism 
and subsequent confirmation it is 
thought by the Bishop Steward, who 
made periodical visits to the Mohawks, 
from Kingston, 

The issue of this marriage was 
eleven children, two dying in infancy, 
Nine veached mature years. Two of 
whom’ died after marriage, leaving 
issue 

After twenty six yearsof married life, 
her husband died on March 27th 1858, 
and was buried in the old Mohawk 
Parish churchyard. 

All the Mohawks were christianized 
previous to the present century John 

Villiam Hill was one of the most 

active workers in securing the further- 
ance of the Christian cause, and before 
his death, arnied with the Bishop's per- 
mission, coupled with the sanction and 
recommendation of the Ancient 
Hereditary Council of the Mohawks, 
he collected money in Canada and the 
United States, for a church building 
fund. The vesult of his labors is the 
present All Saints church. 

A few years ago J. W. Hill was re- 
interred in All Saints Church cemetenr 

A more worthy and loving mother 
than the late Mvs. Catherine Hill, or 
as she was familiarly known in the 
Mohawk tongue De-kon-wa-don-dih, 
meaning beset with difficulties, cannot 
be immagined, During her 40 yearsof 
widowhood her children and grand 


children became more and more 
attached to her The old christian 
legend “What is home without a 
mother” will become painfully 
apparent, 

In the life and caveer of a noble 


woman the vexed Indian problem is 
hereby solved, By her cheerfulness 
and untiring energy she leaves the 
greatest legacy {that woman can 
leave to her own, a sincere remem- 
brance of her many christian virtues. 

The childven who survive her are 
William Hill, married to Eve Powless,

As an outcome of the tuberculosis, 
agitation, the Hon. John Dryden, Minister 
of Agriculture, decided about a vear ago to 
provide for the manutacture of tuberculin 
tn the College. The necessary apparatus 
was ordered at once, and the bacteriologist, 
F. C. Harrison, soon got things in shape 
tocommence work, The first 14 doses 
were sent out about the enda«f last May; 
anid since that time the demand has in 
creased so rapidly that it was found 
necessary to order an additional incubator 
and adda room to the laboratory. With 
these additions, it is hoped to be able to 
~unply what is required inthe Province. 

The work in the department of field 
experiments is growing in importance 
from year to year, The experiments with 
varieties of wheat, oats, barley, peas, corn, 
turnips, mangle, potatoes, carrots. -green 
todders, grasses, clovere, mixture of grain, 
etc , have been carried on systematically 
and persistently on well defined Jines for 
seven or eight vears. on plots in different 
parts of w fifly acre field, and under 
climatic conditions which have varied 
with the years. Hence the results now 
begin to indicate very clearly which 
varieties are best adapted to the soil and 
Climate of the College farm; and the co- 
operative experiments throughout the 
Province, carried on simultaneously by 
the College Experimenta) Union (largely 
under the direction of the Experimentalist, 
Mr. C, A. Zavitz,) go to show that the 
yarieties which nave done hest at the 
College, give the best results all over. the 
Province. 

In this way some excellent foreign 
varieties have been introduced, tested, and 
distributed throughout the Proviner, 
Varieties which yield from six to eight 
bushels peracre more than any varieties 
previously grown. In oats and barley 
alone, and varieties introduced and dis- 
tributed by the experimental station have 
within the past four or five years, paid to 
the Province a good deal more than the 
entire costof the College for the last ten 
years,

THE OLDEST TREE IN EUROPE. 
At Fortingall, Perthshire, Scotland, 
there isa venerable yew estimated at 
3000 years old, and called the oldest 
treein Europe, Antiquaries from all 
countries have examined the tree, and 
articles in various periodicals during 
the past hundred years attest the cor- 
vectness of its claim to have been a 
sturdy sapling when Nebuchadnezzar 
ate grass like a beast of the field. Half 
a century ago a visitor wrote of this 
prehistoric yew as follows: ‘In the 
church yard of Fortingall is a very old 
old yew tree of remarkable growth, the 
trunk of whichisdivided into two stems 
betweén which is an interval of several 
feet, Ata distance it appears like two 
distinct trees, and, though partly in- 
jured at an early peviod of its growth, 
it has attained to such a size that the 
branches spread over an area, of nearly 
sixty teet in circumference,” Some 
schoolboys lit a fire in the tree at a 
later date and caused irreparableinjury. 
The parent stems ave now so far apart 
that a coach and fonr might drive be- 
tween them ; and not very long ago it 
was customary for funerals to pass 
through the enormous gap in the 
trunk. The old tree is still full of life 
and vigor, and sends out fresh shoots, 
which have formed a dense foliage 
overhead —Brighton Ensign.

_ Toronto, Jan. 29.—Yesterday afternoon, 

at the meeting of the Proyinclal Board 
| S Health, Mr. J. J. Mackenzie, bacteri- 
_ ologist to the board, submitted a report 
2 ea the medico-legal aspects of embalming 
fluid. 
___ Assuming that an individual had been 
poisoned with arsenic, it would be in the 
nterest of the murderer, the doctor 
stated, that the corpse shonld be arteri- 
“ally embalmed with arsenical fluid. ‘Che 
subsequent discovery of arsenic in the 
_ viscera by a chemical expert would be of 
we ‘no legal yalue. The proof that the de- 
ceased had been poisoned would then rest 
on evidence of the symptoms exhibited 
during illness and the post-mortem ap- 
3 pearance of the mucuous menibrane of 
the stomach and intestines. 

The majority of the undertakers did 
not know the composition of the embalm- 
ing fluids, as they purchased them from 
jobbers who kept the formulae secret. 

The arsenical fluids being cheap and 
- reliable were most used. Embalming had 
become so common in Ontario that no 
’ suspicion attached to its practice, In 
* cities and towns 60 per cent. of corpses 
c pore So treated and in the country 40 per 

cent. 

Such being the fact, Mr. Mackenzie 
taought that a fluid quite as effective for 
the embalmer’s purpose and devoid of 
objectionable qualities from the legal 
Standpoint should be introduced.

A man who knows a good 
many of the local Chinese one laun 
drymoan went back to China a tow 
ago with $40,000 in American money, all

ably largely by the buying and selling of 
laundries, There are some of the local 
Chinamon who are continuaily dickering 
in laundrics, Ono of them, who has re 
contly bought a Stato st laundry for 
$1,000, is said to have cu 2d on negotin- 
tions for the purohase of over 26 Iaundrics 
in western Massachusetts during the last 
fow years, Hoe does not scem to have much 
trouble in getting funds for such pur- 
chases, 48 mon who have lont him money 
in many instances on 80 to 60 day notes 
say he has always paid before the papor is 
due. It is said that o good Chinese laun- 
yinan can clear $25 a week, although he 
pays from $14 to $25 rent, ond sometimes 
as high as $40, and hires two or three men 
at wages ranging from $6 to $10 a week.

business, but prob 


ing are considered, it is probable that they 
savo a large share of their oarnings. They 
seom gonerally to have money to pay their 
bills, for local merchants who deal with 
them say their accounts are almost always 
paid promptly. 

A queer feature of the laundry business 
is the extent to which the local laundries 
are in the hands of syndicates or combina- 
tions of tho laundrymen. A group of 
them, related to each other, are said to 
control half adozen laundries on South 
Main and State streets, and there are oth- 
er similar combinations in the city. The 
members of these various ‘syndicates’ 
are generally not on good terms with each 
other. If they meet in some store, they 
will not speak, though knowing each oth- 
er perfectly well. The competition be- 
tween these various groups to buy up an 
ayailable laundry is said to bo very sharp, 
and a local man who has such an opening 
to rent is said to have received 26 applica- 
tions for it.—Springfleld Republican. 


THE KING’S SERGEANTS. 


They Used to Be the Absolute Chiefs of 
the English Bar. 

In days long gone by the judges and 
sergeants appear always to haye gone to 
Westminster hall on horseback, with a ret- 
inue of men in livery. And in the ad- 
dresses to the sergeants on their call, advice 
was given them as to the number of 
horses they should keep when riding the 
circuit. Whe judges up to the middle of 
the sixteenth century seem usually to haye 
gone on mules, like the old bishops and 
abbots, Sergeant Whiddon, who was 
madea judge of thecommon pleas in 1553, 
is said to haye been tho first to introduce 
the custom of riding on horseback instead 
of mule. It is said that the cavalcade was 
sometimes very imposing, the lord chan- 
cellor and great officers of state, with the 
judges and leaders of the bar and many of 
the nobility, going on horseback in full 
State. Such was certainly the case when 
Bacon obtained the great seal in 1617. 

The king’s sergeants, selected from the 
general body, varied yery much in num- 
ber. When the number exceeded threo, a 
further distinction was conferred by con- 
stituting one or more of them the king’s 
ancient or most ancient sergeants. The 
king’s sergeants were in oyery way the 
chiefs of the bar and always took preced- 
ence uf the attorney general and every 
one else as the king’s counsel in the law 
and chief law officers. The offices of at-. 
torney and solicitor general are modern 
substitutes for that of the king’s sergeant. 
In 1623 an order in council placed the at- 
torney and solicitor general before all the 
king’s sergeants except tho ‘two ancient- 
est,’’ and so the seniority remained until 
1814, when by an order in council the at- 
torney and solicitor general were perma- 
nently placed over all the sergeants. 

The.difference between « queen’s coun- 
sel and a sergeant is this—the former is 
created by patent and the latter by writ 
under the great seal. As to rank there is 
no difference whatever between a sergeant 
who has obtained a patent of precedence 
and a queen’s counsel, but with regard to 
sergeants who have no patent it is other- 
wise.—Gentleman’s Magazine. 


His First Firearm. 


Marshall Tidd, the famous gun builder 
of Woburn, Mass., made his first flerarm 
out of aspike 63 years ago. When Mar- 
shall was 10 years old, his father died, 
and he was apprenticed to a shoemaker. 
On the day when the Boston and Lowell 
railroad ran its first train through Woburn 
the boy was ono of the spectators. He 
picked up a spike, and the idea occurred 
to him that it could be fashioned into a 
pistol barrel. A blacksmith cut off tho 
ends of the spike, and Marshall then bored 
it on his brother's lathe. He found a piece 
of hoop iron and fastening one endina 
vise made a spiral of the metal. When he 
got the shape that seemed best, he made a 
tool to cut the inside of the barrel. This 
pistol barrel was mounted on a stock that 
gxtends the entire length of the barrel. 
The hammer is very old fashioned in de- 
sign, striking a percussion cap nipple. He 
sold the weapon to another boy for $3, and 
it was lost sight of for nearly a quarter of 
acentury. One day a friend got track of 
itand presented it to the maker. It is 
still in working order.—New York T'rib- 
une. 


The Burning of Green Wood.

It is a ourl- 
ous fact that intense heat and intense cold 
produce fractures in various substances, 
In tho most extreme cold weather it is not 
uncommon, especially if the cold has 
como on suddenly, to find trees that are 
split from the ground to the top by the 
action of frost. Freezing expands the wa- 
tor in the cells of the wood, and so sud- 
donly is this done that the trees burst as 
woulda pitcher or mug in which water 
was confined.—Now York Ledger.

Lieutenant Spencer Clay, of the Second 
Life Guards, to recover £11,113 due on 
two promissory-notes cashed by the pri- 
soner, pleaded guilty cf fraud, but claimed 
he was not guilty of forgery. He was 
sentenced to five years’ penal servitude.

Governmeet's Policy Discussed in 
House -The Criticisms of the Liberals 
—The Indian Policy Unsound. 


London, Feb. 16.—Continuing the de- 
bate on the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, Mr. Herbert H. Asquith, 
Liberal, described the Indian Frontier 
Expedition as being ‘‘one of the most 
inglorious yentures in the annalsof Great 
Britain,’’ and asked the House to declaro 
the war a ‘‘yiolation of sound policy, 
which deserved the condemnation of the 
Legislature.” 

The Parliamentary Secretary for the 
| Foreign Office, Mr. George Curzon, 

| pointed out that Russia had advanced to 

the Oxus, and that it was impossible for 
Great Britain to allow a gap to remain in 
her northwestern frontier, It was nece> 
sary to recognize that, however desirous 
Russia might be to observe her obliga- 
tions, clroumstances might be too strong 
for her. She stood on the borders of 
Afghanistan, which Great Britain was 
pledged to defend, The Ameer had sald: 
“Kngland and Afghanstan are as one 
house, with one wall. Are your soldfers 
going to join mine in defence of thas 
wall?” 

Mr, Curzon added that it was necessary 
therefore that communication with the 
frontier be kept open, and, while no sane 
man would propose to got beyond the 
mountain barrier, yet the two passes tra- 
yersing the range must bescoured. More- 
oyer, the foreign relations of the frontier 
tribes must be controlled, assurance of 
thoir good conduct must be obtained, and 
it was vitally necessary to enteryinto oon- 
fidential relations with them, 

Tho frontier officers, continued Mr 
Curzon, would be carefully selected, and 
if their work was successful, the tribes 
would be ‘brought willingly under our 
rulo, will wear our uniform, and form @ 
valuable recruiting ground for the Indian 
army, for the resources within India ara 
loss plentiful than formerly,"’ 

The Government announced its inten- 
tlon to ask for an appropriation of £75,- 
000 upon the German section of the ex- 
hibition. . 

Mr, Lawson Walton's amendment to the 
address was further discussed by Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, Liberal leader 
in the House, who criticized the Govern- 
mont’s policy in India, and by Mr, Arthur 
J. Balfour, Government leader in the 
Houso, who defended that polloy, after 
which the amendment was rojected by ao 
yote of 311 against 208.

Passenger Traffic Changes In Ontario AI~ 
most Cut in Two—From Toronto ta 
Montreal and Return for $8.35—Londom

Toronto, Feb. 22.—The Canadian Pa 
cific are into the\rate war in carnest-

They were then sent to the door of some 
rich person, where they publicly mado a 
vow to remain fasting until 4 certain suin 
of money was paid, or until they perished 
from starvation. ‘Lo cause the death of a 
Brahman was considered so heinous au 
offense that the cash was generally forth- 
coming, but nover without a resolute 
struggle to determine whether the man 
was likely to prove stanch, for the average 
oriental will almost as soon give up his 
life as bis nioney.— Boston Journal. 


POWERFUL MAGNETS, 


That Is What Professor Bigelow Calls the 
Sun and Earth. 

Forty years ago scientists discussed and 
discarded the theory that the sun and earth 
were powerful magnets. Professor Frank 
H. Bigelow, one of thechief meteorologists 
at the national weather bureau, thinks 
they were too hasty in discrediting the 
idea. He believes the sun and earth to be 
two spherical magnets, as suggested; that 
rays issuing from a permanent magnetic 
state in the sun’s interior reach out and 
combine with the earth’s magnetism; that 
an outer shellof the earth is permeated by 
these rays; that the sun’s action causes the 
magnetic changes shown in Variations of 
the magnetic needle. Professor Bigelow’s 
researches along this line have been in 
progress for several years and are still be- 
ing carried on in the weather bureau 
building. 

All of the important magnetic observa- 
tions have furnished data from which his 
conclusions have been drawn. Needles at 
agiven moment are pointing in certain 
directions at the seyeral stations. ‘Cho 
all suddenly tilt forward. ‘This 4s due to 
strengthening the external magnetic field 
surrounding the earth. Following out his 
theory, ho explains why years in which 
auroras are most frequently seen corre- 
spond with those in which the greatest 
number of sun spots are observed, as well 
as with the years when the greatest num- 
ber of disturbances haye been detected in 
the magnetic fleld of the earth. As one 
proof of his theory Professor Bigelow uses 
the fact that the material forming the co- 
rona of the sun (seen during total eclipses) 
is divided into rays corresponding to the 
magnetic lines surrounding the poles of a 
horseshoe magnet when placed bencath a

In the American Natural Gas District. 

Passing through a gas belt one will see 
near the roadside, in a farm lot, a mud 
bespattered, weather beaten derrick, with 
the apparently rickety accompaniment of 
crude appliances made familiar years ago 
in tho oil regions—ua small reversing en- 
gine, a rusty locomotive boiler, usually 
without astack and leaking at every se 
the ponderous wooden walking beam slow- 
ly oscillating night and day, stopping only 
to jrive place to the use of the bull wheel 
when the drill is raised and the sand puynp 
is lowored or a newly dressed bit is put in 
service. Crude as the rig and all its de- 
tails muy seem at first glance, every part is 
soon seen to have its use, and the journey 
of the bit from the surface to the unknown 
and perhaps barren depths js always ac- 
companicd by interesting and ever varying 
developments. At night the measured beat 
and clatter of the rig in the dim light of a 
fow flickering torches of gas, piped from 
some noighboring well; the trembling der- 
rick, its lofty top lost in the darkness; the 
driller carefully manipulating the temper 
screw after euch stroke, controlling the bit 
at the end of a rope perhaps half a mile be- 
low the surface, all form a weird sight. 
Accidents are frequent, and the slightest 
carelessness may result in dropping the 
tools, the recovery of which requires pa- 
tlence and often great ingenuity.—Hosea 
Webster in Cassier’s Magazine.

Death ot Archbishop Cleary, 


SPECIAL T0 THE TRIBUNE. 


KINGsTon, Feb, 24th, 

His grace most Rev. James Vincent 
Cleary, S. T. D. Sixth Bishop and first 
_Archbishop of thearchdiocese of King- 
‘ston, passed peacefully away at Lio 
‘to-day. He was born in Dungarvan, a 
_sea-port town in the County of Water- 
‘ford, Ireland on September 18, [828 and 
was a son of Thos. Cleary, He received 
his elementary education in a select 
private school in his native town and 
at the age of fifteen was sent to Rome 
to receive his ecclesiastical education. 
After two years in Rome he was re- 
called to Ireland, and then spent five 
yearsin the Royal college of Maynooth, 
near Dublin After being ordained as 
a priest he spent two yearsin the un. 
iversity of Salamanca, Spain, being 
then called home to occupy the chair of 
Dogmatic theology in St. John’s 
college, Waterford. In 1872 he was 
elevated to the presidency of the 
college. Three years later he was pro- 
moted to the living of Dungarvan, his 
native parish where he subsequently 
took an active interest in politics and 
with the united action of his parish 
succeeded in electing the National 
candidate in 1880 e received an 
order from the Holy Sea appointing 
him ae of Kingston. On the 
ground of ill health he appealed against, 
the order, but to no avail; so that after 
Consecration at Rome he came to his 
new charge, where he was givena 
magnificent reception. On October 
26th, 1890 he was raised to the stand- 
ing of Archbishop, Cardinal Taschereau 
of Quebec, conferring the pallium on 
him in St. Mary’s Cathedral in this 
city, many Canadians and American 
dignitaries being present at the cere- 
mony. During the seventeen years of 
his episcopate he had built 34 new 
churches and many convents and 
separate schools. He had the parishes 
also divided and priestsspread through- 


out the vast area compvising the 
diocese. His last great work was 
the revival of Regiopolis college in 


sanction und assist- 
ance ot the and laity, His 
remains will be interred in the tomb 
erected for the purpose in St. James 
Memorial Chapel attached to the cath- 
edral which was built under the late 
prelate’s supervision,

| JUSTICE IN MEXICO. 


STRANGE DECISIONS GIVEN BY SOME 
OF THE MAGISTRATES 
| A Murderer Fined 85 and tho Costs — A 


Marriage Contract With a Time Liml>. 
Kindness to a Poor Boy—A Qoeer Breach 


of Promirs Sulit. 


| Among the wild, weird and wondorful

| jn this territory are Mexicans. <A tow of 


them are men of sufficient intolligenco and 

education to know something about the 

first principlos of Jaw, but most of thom 
aro vory moagerly equipped 

Ono such administravor of tho law bold 
ing office in northern New Mexico decided 
that it was his duty to try a man who had 
boen charged with murder, Accordingly 
he impaneled a jury of six persons and 
tried tho caso. ‘Vho jury found the man 
guilty, and the justice at once ordered the 
prisoner to stand up for sentence, Hoe de- 
livered a long Jecture to tho murderer up- 
op tho heinousness of his crime and warned 
him nover to appear in his court again up- 
on such acharge. Then he impressively 
pronounced sentence—$5 and costs—and 
dismissed the court, his face beaming with 
pride and satisfaction over his oratorical 
effort. 

Before another Mexican justico of the 
peace who disponsed his ideas of law in 
southern Now Moxico there came a Mexi- 
can man and maid to be tied in wedlock, 
Thd judge looked them over critically and 
apparently had doubts about the compati- 
bility of their tempers, for ho puta time 
limit upon the combination, and as he 
pronounced the words that made thom 
man and wife he added with emphasis, 
“for the space of two yearsonly.’’ As they 
went away he told them if thoy were dis- 
satisfied with their venture boforo that 
time to come back and he would divorce 
them for tho same fee. 

Still another, who won his fame in 
Texas, tried a man for some petty offense, 
found him guilty and fined him $5 and 

costs. But this was too much for tho pris- 
oner at the bar, who declared that he could 
not pay the fine; that he had not so much 
money in the world. ‘Tho justice looked 
him over with fine, large, Texan contempt 
for any one so ornery, shrugged his shoul- 
flers and turned to the marshal with tho 
nonchalant alternative: 

“Very well. Then take him out on the 
mesa and shoot him.” 

One venerable disciple of the law, who 
for a long time has balanced the scales of 
justice in the town of Las Cruces, is fa- 
mous through all that region for his re- 
markable decisions. Before him a Mexi- 
ean boy, through his father, sued an Amer- 
ican rancher for $60 which ho claimed as 
the wages due for three months’ work. 
Between a Mexican and an American any 
Mexican justice can always seo that the 
right is plainly on the side of the suitor of 
his own nationality, and no matter what 
the evidence he can usually find some way 
of making his decision express his sympa- 
thy. In this case the defendant proved 
that the boy had been hired to do chores 
for his board and that it had been express- 
ly stipulated that he was not to recefve 
money payment, Tho justice considered 
tho case with frowning brows and laboring 
brains for some time. Then he announced 
that the plaintiff had failed to prove his 
case, 

*But,’’ ho added, “tho boy isa poor boy, 
and it would be a shame if ho did not get 
something out of his suit. He is entitled 
to something, and I horeby award him tho 
defendant's black mare that is tied in front 
of the door.’” 

The same justice had to decide a unique 
breach of promise suit. Among tho Mex- 
icans it is tho universal custom for the: 
bridegroom to defray all the expenses of 
_the wedding. Ho must furnish tho bride's 
trousseau and all the housekeeping equip- 
ment, and he must pay for tho wedding 
feast and all the native wine that tho 
guests can drink. He may be so poor that 
he will hayo to live with his wife's parents 
afterward, but he must not think of matri- 
mony until he has money enough to pay 
for the whole affair, from tho first article 
in his brido's trousseau to tho photograph. 
in thelr wedding garments, which they in- 
variably have taken after the feast is over. 
A Mexican bridegroom would no more ex- 
pect his bride to pay for her wedding 
clothes than an American lover would ex- 
pect his bride to pay tor the license. 

An elderly Mexicnn in the town of Las 
Cruces, whose heart was as warm as his 
head was white, had gained the promise 
of a pretty young senorita, and together 
they went tothe store to buy her trous- 
seau. From under her long black lashes 
she flashed her black eyes at him with 
such effect that ho opened wide his purse 
and bought her all tho pretty clothes she 
wanted. And the senorita took advantage 
of the occasion to want pretty much ey- 
erything sho saw. As soon as sho had got 
the pretty things safely stowed away ot 

home she jilted her elderly lover and 
would not even allow him to come to her 
house, Whilo clad in the dresses he had 
paid for sho would sail past bim in the 
street with her head in the air and give 
him not tho least notice. hat was too 
much for a hot hearted but cool headed 
lover to stand, and he brought suit for 
breach of promise, asking damages to the 
amount of the value of the trousseau. It 
cane out on the trial that the elderly loy- 
er had borrowed the money with which he 
had bought the wedding finery. Thon the 
justice decided in the girl's favor on the 
ground that the things did not belong to 
tho man because they had not been bought 
with his own money. 

Many of these Mexican justices cannot 
speak English. But that is not so much 
of a disqualification as it might appear, 
for tho territorial law commands al! court 
proceedings to be carried on in both Eng- 
lish and Spanish. Every New Mexican 
court has its official interpreter, and every 
word spoken in either language by judgo, 
lawyers or witnesses 18 translated aloud 
into the other tonguo.—Cor, Philadelphia 
Times.

CAT IN A BIRD STORE, 


Big Gray Feline a Companion to Canaries 
and Parrots. 

Persons who have visited a cortain bird 
store in Sixth avenue cannot have failed to 
notice the unrestrained movements of a big 
gray tomcat among the hundreds of ca- 
naries, parrakeets, parrots, bullfinches and 
other feathered occupants of the store. Sir 
‘Thomas climbs lelsurely from tior to tier 
and walks in and out among tho little 
wooden cages with the mechanical regu- 
larity of a night watchman on his rounds. 
“That cat has been hero for flve years, and 
he bas nover yet hurt a bird,” explained 
the proprictor of the store to a patron who 
had expressed wondor at secing a cat in 
such familiar association with its most 
tempting prey. 

“Is your cat especially trained to the 
care of birds?’’ asked the patron. 

“No. Josh has never had any training. 
He was given to me when about 6 weeks 
old, and he has grown up in the store. He 
never has had any other companions than 
birds and he seems to think that he is hero 
for the purpose of watching over them. In 
all the years that I have had him Josh has 
never shown a disposition to attack or in- 
jure a bird. One peculiarity about him is 
that he will not make friends with other 
cats. The only time that he appears ugly 
isiwhen strange cats come near him. He 
always drives them away. The birds seem 
to like Josh, although once in awhile a 
parrot will scold at him noisily for some 
fancied offense. Tho canaries and bull- 
finches seem to like to talk to him. Somo- 
times he will sit for 10 or 15 minutes in 
front of one particular cage and listen plac- 
idly to the twitter’or warbling of a es 

“Has Josh any favorites among’ the 
birds? No, I don’t think ho has. He treats 
them impartially, although he undoubted- 
ly prefers the society of the song birds to 
that of the parrote. Lhesquawking of the 
parrots annoys him, but he puts up with 
the annoyance nore calmly than a human 
being would. One parrot in particular 
seems to regard it as his mission in lifo to 
prevent Josh from sleeping. Whenever this 
parrot catches sight of tho cat asleop he 
sets uparacket that almost alarms tho 
neighborhood. Half a dozen times I have 
been on the point of hitting the squawker 
on the head with a club, but Josh always 
takes it very coolly and moves out of range 
of the parrot’s vision. 

“Well fed? Yes, indeed. We feed Josh 
on the best the market affords, and he is 
nevor allowed to go hungry. Perhaps that

The Installment Plan. 

Sometimes, without doubt, American 
and British judges who are held to a close 
accountability to the letter of a law which 
may have in it no justice fora particular 
case may well sigh for the latitude of an 
oriental cadi. Sometimes, moreover, they 
may rightfully bend the administration of 
the law in the direction of absolute jus- 
tice. 

An English paper, for instance, records 
a peculiar decision in the suit of a usurer 
against a poor woman. The man had lent 
the woman money in such a way that it 
was to be paid in installments and with 
monthly usurious interest. The woman 
was unable to pay the amount due. 

The judge satisfied himself that the 
Woman was honest and honorable and 
that what she had already paid in install- 
ments would coyer the original loan and 
a reasonablo interest. 

“Will you accept £5 in discharge?” asked 
the judge of the plaintiff, ‘You will then 
haye had 10 per cent on the loan.”’ 

‘The plaintiff would accept nothing less 
than the full amount to which the law 
entitled him. 

“Thon,'’ said the judge, “although I 
cannot invalidate the agreement, I can 
make an order which I think will fit the 
case. I give judgment for the full amount, 
to be paid at the rate of sixpencea month.” 

This was the ‘installment system” with 
a vengeance, for at this rate of payment 
the usurer would be 75 years in getting 
his money.—Youth’s Companion.

In North Essex a third candidate, 
Mr. Joseph Martin, has appeared in the 
field.

Havana, Feb. 22.—The divers iterda’ 
continued the work of trying tones 
the bodies of the victims of the disaster 
to the battleship Maine. 

Incredible as it may seem, it is said 
that after a partial examination of the 
magazines of the Maine, the divers report 
that the one in which the explosion is 
supposed to have occurred, is intact, 

According to my information, the con- 
tents of this magazine are unharmed. 
Therefore, if this report be true, an en- 
tirely different aspect is given to the 
terrific explosion which brought death 
and destruction to the Maine, 

This report reaching Key West, it is 
said, caused the members of the court of 
inquiry to decide to proceed to Havana 
and begin their investigation at once, in- 
stead of organizing the court here. 

At any rate, the lighthouse tender 
Mangrove, with the court of inquiry 
aboard, left for Havana. . 

Upon arrival in Havana the court will 
make personal examination of the wreek 
and will then take testimony regarding 
the loss of the vessel.

Maine disaster will begin its work to- 


day. This news came to the Navy Depart- 


ment yesterday morning from Admiral 
Sicard at Key West. He simply tele- 
graphed as follows: 

“he court of enquiry will sail for 
Havana 20th by lighthouse steamer Man- 
grave.’’ 

Capt. Sigsbee was heard from late last 
night, but the telegram: was not delivered 
ut the Nayy Department until this morn- 
ing. His message goes to confirm the 
press reports of the events of yesterday 
in Hayana harbor so far as they relate to 
the exploration of the wreck. Tt reads as 
follows: 

“Only most experienced working divers 
can do effective work on the Maino, In 
the upper works I can use service divers. 
Did some work to-day, but with little 
success: Will do better to-morrow. Parts 
of the Maine, especially tho superstructure 
and connections, are one confused mass 


of metal.'”
